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Oing from London 1n the 
Dover-Coach, I baited 
at Dartford, a little Dartford. 


Market-Town, in the 
County of Kent , and lodged at 
Rochefter, an Epiſcopal Seat in the Rocheſter, 
ſame County. The Cathedral- 
Church is plain and decent, and 
the City appears well Peopled. When 
[ left it, and had paſſed the Bridge, 
I was at Chathamygthe famous Dock, chutham; 
where ſo many of our great Ships 
are built. 
Dining next Day at [Canterbury, Canterbury; 
I ſaw the Cathedral-Church, which 
B -- 8 
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is great and ſtately,the Body open, 
and free from Seats ; here 1s a no- 
ble Aſcent into the Choire, (well 
wainſcotted ) by ſeventeen Steps, 
and ſeven more up to the Altar. In 
the Lady's Choire is the Marble- 
Chair, wherein the ſeveral Arch- 
Biſhops of this Church are inſtal- 
led ; as alſo the Monuments of Ed. 
the Black Prince, HH. 4. and his 
Queen, with thoſe of divers Arch- 
biſhops, and many other Perſons 
of Quality. Under the Choire, is 
4 little Church. which ever ſince 
the Reign of Q. Elizabeth, has 
beenallowed to French Proteſtants, 
for the exercife of their Religion. 
The Palace is old, and ruinous, be- 
ing rarely inhabited. Hence went 
to Dover , the common Port to 
Calice. |

Abbevile, in the fame Province, 
1s much larger, and a great Place 
for Tron-work ; it has Thirteen Pa» 
riſi-Churches , Sixteen - Religions 
Houſes, and ris thought Twenty 
Thouſand Souls. 

Croſles and © Crucifixes are fo 
plentiful every where on this Road, 
that from them alone an Eng/i/h- 
man w1ll be ſatisfied he is out of his 
own Countrey ; beſides, the Roads 
are much better than ours. 

Amiens is another very confide- 
rable City , and ſuppoſed to have 
in it at leaſt thirty thouſand Souls. 
The Notre-Dame one of the great- 
eſt Glories of the French Churches) 
was builtby the Engliſh ; the Fron- 
tiſpiece conſiſts of a great quantity 
of moſt curious Imagery , finely 
wrought, and kept perfect ; it is 
high and lofty. This is a Cathe- 
dral wherein Canons Regular offi- 
clate. 

All the Country hence to C/er- 
mont, (a City in the Iſle of France) 
is open and champaign. Over 
the River Oyſe, by Sexlzs, an ordi- 
nary 
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nary Village, I was forc'd to Ferry, 
the Bridge, that was broke down 
by the Spaniards , in the laſt Civil 
Wars, being not yet re-built. 


Near to it, 1s Chantilly, the Seat chantily. 


of the Princes. of Conde, Whither 
the late P. retired, after the Civil 
Wars were ended ; it is'a noble old 
Caſtle ; part has been pull'd down 
by the preſent P. to be built great- 
er. 'The Gardens are very remark- 
able, extending two Leagues in 
Length , and. conſiderably broad ; 
in them are great variety of Ca- 
nals and Water-works, as Jettoes, 
Caſcades, &e. Many Fowls, as 
Partridges, Pheaſants, &c. are fly- 
ing about here, and ſeveral delight- 
ful Walks, with little Groves; in 
the middle of one of which, are 
Aviaries , where are kept Eagles 
and Griphons, &c. In the Fields 
adjoyning, may be ſeen an incredi- 
ble number of Hares and Par- 
tridges.

I paſſed through Sr. Dens ; in 
the great Church of the Abbey are 
repoſed the Bodies of the Kings of 
France, as with us in Weſtminſter ; 
and here is kept the Treaſure, ſo 
well known by the name of the 
Treaſure of St. Denis ; which I 
could not ſee, all the Prieſts being 
then officiating in the Choire. 

Betwixt Sf. Denis and Paris are 
ereted ſeven Croſles at thoſe 
Places where St. Denis reſted him- 
ſelf in coming hither, after he was 
Beheaded at Paris. 

It were endleſs to attempt a De« 
ſcription of what is remarkable in 
Paris, and indeed unneceſlary, ſo 
well known is 1t to thoſe of our 
Nation ; fo I ſhall mention nothing 
therein, beſides a brief Account of 
the new Statue lately erected to 
the Frexch King, by the Marquiſs de 
Feuillade, dans la Place de Feuil» 
lade ; his Majeſty's Statue is as 
large as the Lite in Braſs double 
gilt , on a high Marble Pedeſtal , 
an Angel holding a Crown over his 


, Head, and at his Feet this Inſcris 


ption, 
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Prin , Firo Immortalj': On- the 
1idesiof the Pedeſtal are-many Tro- 
phies and Repreſentations of the 
King's new Conqueſts, caſt in Braſs 
mn mezz0 releivo, and infixed into 
ir, with Motto's explaining thern. 
On one of the Plates/is. the B. Vir- 
gin, holding a 'Pixs, Prieſts and 
good Catholicks adoring 'it ; with 
this Explanation,

Pars lies round and compad , 
not above'a Mile and half any way 
long, the Buildings all Stone, or 
reſembling it , high , the Streets 
are generally ſtraight and uniform ; 
it has feur or five Palaces, belong- 
ing to the King and Royal Family, 
many Houſes of the Nobility, and 
indeed nothing wanting to add to 
its Greatneſs, but a better River, 
which would bring more Wealth 
and more People, at preſent com-

puted to be five hundred'thouſand 
Souls, though here is little Trade, 
excepting what is occaſioned by 


the great 'confluence' of | Nobility 


and Perſons of Quality ; of this, 
and from moſt other Nations, who 


make Paris their Centre. 


Leaving Pars, I went for Lyons, 
and on the way, ſaw ſeveral Vine- 
yards , and ſweet Country-Seats, 
moſt having handſome Avenues, 
with Rows of Trees to them. 

Fountain-belleau1s a poor Town, 
taking its Name from the Foun- 
tains thereabouts ; it ſtands low, 
and in the midſt of a great Foreſt, 
where is plenty ofall ſorts of Game, 
and whither the King uſually goes 
every Seaſon to hunt the Stag and 
Wild-Boar. Here he has .an old 
Palace of very ample Reception. 
The Foreſt is very large, and in 
ſome parts Rocky , and abounds 
with Ginzver. 

Nemours is a ſmall Town in the 
Province' of Beauce. The Coun» 
try hitherto for the moſt part plain 
and champaign; where 1t is other- 

wile, 
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wiſe, the Hills are-not- canſidera- 


ble. The Soil ſeemed rich"and fer- 
tile, and divers Vineyards by the 
Road-ſide; but the Wine here is 
ſuch, as to uſe. a French-man, my 


Fellow-Traveller's, Proverb , will 


make an Aſs dance, but not a Man 


laugh. 


In theſe Parts the Beggar's 


Oratory was, : For the ſake of God, 
and the good Virgin. 

 Montargis 1s ſituate on an Hill youargs. 
in the Foreſt” of Montargzs, and 


thence derives the firſt Syllable of 


its Name, as the latter from Arg:/la, 
a fort of Clay much uſed/by the 
Potters, and got in great quantity 
here. The: Caſtle is on an higher 
Eminence than' the Town, -belong- 
ing to the. D.: of Orleans; the 
Building is ruinous, the Aſcent to 
the Hall is by fifty-ſax ſteps, and on 
the Chimney in it, is painted

pel were decent, but plain as thoſe 
of that Order are. 

At Briare the Rivers Loire and 
Seine are conjoyned by a Channel 
cut fifteen Leagues. The Deſign 
was, to carry all ſorts of Mer- 
chandiſe to Pars by Water; the 
Work was great and chargeable, 
but well compenſated by the Profit 
of it. The Lozrt is a noble River 
running about 184 Leagues, where- 
of 150 are navigable. 

To Coſne and la Charite, the 
Country is ſomething mountain» 
ous ; but the Tops' and Sides of 
the Hills are covered with Vines» 
yards. In the Fields grow many 
Walnut-trees, and much of the 
Soil ſeems barren and full of ſtones. 

Nevwers, the chief. City of the 
Province of Nzverues, is as famous 
for pretty little Toys made in 
Glaſs,as Moulins in Bowrbonnoy 1s for 
Sciflors and Iron-work, as Razors, 
Knives,&c. which the Women take 
care in ſuch quantities to carry to 
all Travellers that come in, and 
are ſo importunate - to fell ou 

are, 
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Ware , that there is no quiet for 
them. Here is the MazxſoJeum of 
the laſt D. of Montmorancy, who 
ſuffered for High Treaſon in Rich- 
lieu's Regency : it is erected in the 
Chappel of the Nuns de /a Vifita« 
tion, of the Order of St. Bened:#, 
in the Year 1652. Twenty Years 
after hjs Death, by his Widow , 
the Dutcheſs, who founded the 
Nunnery. Here are two Statues 
of the Duke and Dutcheſs in white 
Marble, in full length, in a recumb- 
ing poſture ; there are others, of 
Hercules and Achilles, of Riches, 
and St. Mary Magdalen ; in the 
middle, over all, an Urn, fupport- 
> i £d by Two Angels, and upon it 
» & his Ccat of Arms, with a Coronet 
WI held betwixt two other little An- 
WW gels. This Monnment, for its 
| 8 Work, is greatly admired: by the 
"  Yrrtuc/ ; it conſiits of a great quan- 
8 ity of Black, White, &. Porphyry 
8 Marble. 
Before T came into Moulins, T 
paſſed by a Monaſtery of Carthuft- 
ans,” an handfome, as well 5 ron

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Ferrara. 


Pile of Building ; the ſeveral little 
Cells whereof , with the Gardens 
branching out on all ſides, like fo 
many Baſtions, made it look like a 
Spiritual Fort. 

The nearer I got to Lyons, the 
Ways were {till more uneven and 
mountainous, eſpecially when I 
was at Ferrara ; for then I had no- 
thing but climbing Precipices, and 
dangerous craggy Hills to pals, 
ſome ,whereot were thick covered 
with Furz. That Town, as alſo 
Roanne and S. Saforjn are in Lion» 
g0is, or, the Province of Lyons. 

Beggars beſought my Charity 
hereabout pour la mort de. Dieu ; 
others, pour I amour du Saint Pere 
& la SaindteVeirge. 

Over a continued Tract of Hills 
I was carried to Lyons, the Sides 
of which were covered with Vine- 
yards. 

All along as1 travelled hitherto, 
I could not but take notice of thoſe 
great Indications of Poverty that 
appeared in the Looks and Habits 
of the People, as well astheir wret- 
ched Houſes, Villages 


—— et... Af 
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Villages are more thinly ſpread 
in France than Eng/and ; but the 
greater Towns more frequent, and 
larger than ours, and moſt of them 
have ſome ſort of Defence. 


Lyons is one of the greateſt and Lyons. 


chicfeſt Towns in the Kingdom of 
France , ordinarily reckoned to 
have 120000 Souls ; the Situation 
is irregular, in a Vale, and on the 
Declenſions of the Hills , which 
encompalſs it every way. The Ri- 
vers of Seaune and Rhoſne here 
meet together, and very much en- 
rich this City , running through 
the midſt of it. The Hills, and 
the natural Temper of the Clime, 
keep it very warm in the Summer, 
infomuch that the windows are ge- 
nerally of oy1'd Paper, which keeps 
out the Heat of the Sun better than 
Glaſs, but takes off from the No- 
bleneſs of the Buildings, that are 
very high,of a white Stone, like to 
our Portland, and the Streets nar- 
row, The Maiſon de 1a Yulle, or 
'Town-houſe is a great Ornament, 


and Credit to this City, erected at 


their 


WF, 
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their proper charges, for the Ma- 
giſtrates to meet at, for Courts for 
the Adminiſtration of Juſtice, and 
alſo for the Merchants to concert 
together upon their Trade and 
Traffick. It conſiſts of two hand- 
ſome Courts, not ſquare, but ra- 
ther oblong, lying one beneath 
the other, and below them the 
Garden. The Aſcent to this Houſe 
1s noble by ſeventeen Steps, In the 
firſt Court is writ on the Building 
in Golden Capital Letters, the fol- 
lowing Inſcription , which 1s in- 
deed a brief deſcriptionof the City.

]- W Thereare many others in the lower 
Walk, and on the outer Walls of 
both the Courts, as well as in the 
ſtately Stair-caſe, leading up into a 
great Hall, and thence intoa large 
handſom Room ſet round with the 
Pictures of the Magiſtrates of 
Lyons. 

St. John's Church , the Seat oh 
an Archbiſhop, is a great Fabrick, 
but plain, the Choire folemn and 
grave, not beautified with rich 
Hangings nor fine Pictures. The 
;  Clockin it is highly eſteemed. 

- The Feſuites Colledge is a piece 
of Modern and-Regular Archite- 
Cture ; in the great Gta: are 
ſeveral curious Dials, and ſuch 
Painting as deſerves better than to 
be expoſed to the Weather. One 
of the Fathers courteouſly ſhewed 
me the Library, made in the Form 
of a Roman T, and acquainted me 
bv with 
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with their Method in placing the 
Books, which are very numerous : 
knowing me to be an Eng/ifhman, 
he told me they had feveral Books 
that were Writ and Printed in 
England ; as, the Famous W:llis's 
Works, and the Polyglott- Bible ; 
which I asked, how they approv'd? 
He faid, they liked the Work well, 
but CharaCter and Paper were very 
bad; and thereupon, compared it 
with ſome others. Diſcovering I 
was going into /taly, he asked me, 
whether I had read my Countrey- 
man Laſſel's Voyages ; which, he 
faid, he had often (to uſe his own 
Expreſlion ) cum plurima, imo cum 
ſumma woluptate. Near to this 
Colledge is the Charite, a large 
well built Hoſpital, where all the 
poor ſick Perſons of. the City are 
received, and carefully looked at- 
ter during their Sickneſs. The A» 
partments for the Men and Wo- 
men are diſtinqt, conveniently 
contrived, and kept neat and clean. 
The Revenues are very confidera- 
ble, as is necellary ; there being 


generally 
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generally five or ſix hundred Peo- 
ple in it. 'Here alſo ſuch Children. 
are provided for, as are, dropp'd 
in the Streets, or left at Doors; 
whereof, they faid, they had then 
in the Houſe near two hundred, 
and many more at Nurſe out in 


the Countrey. 


The Carthuſtans Monaſtery is 
placed ſweetly on an high Kill. 
where twenty two Fathers,and ten 
Brothers. inhabit togerher : This 
Houſe was founded in the Year 
1618. Their great Chappel is not 
finiſhed ; that other chey in the 
mean time make uſe of, is very. 
neat and decent ; near the Altar 1s- 
an excellent Statue, repreſenting 
a Father of that Order, holding a 
Crucifix in his hand, in an, exta- 
tick Adoration of it. The Refectos 
ry a goodly Room, and beautified 
by many curious Pieces of Painting. 
Each Father has in his. Cell three 
Rooms to himſelf, beſides a Gar- 
ret, and his little Garden: They 
live ſo reſervedly, and converſe ſo 
little together, that rhey are for-- 

C gd, 
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ced, for want of other Diverſion, 
to apply themſelves to Mechaniſm, 
wherein, it often happens that 
ſome of them are excellent. They 
have good Vineyards of their own 
adjoyning to their Convent, and 
their publick Gardens are very 
well. The Mall and Belle Cour is 
the pleaſanteſt part of the City, be- 
ing on a Level, and open, and the 
Buildings lofty and uniform. 

The Convent of the Carmelite= 
Friars is well worth ſeeing, on ac- 
count of the Galleries, ſet oft with 
many good Paintings; ſome, Heads ; 
others, Hiſtories ; as, of the eating 
the Paſchal Supper, the Paſſion, Re- 
ſurretion, Aſcenſion, and Miſſion of 
the Holy Ghoſt, and the laft Fudg- 
ment, an extraordinary Print, but 
well coloured. Their Chappel has 
an Altar-piece all of Marble, and 
curiouſly wrought. 

Netre Dame de Fourzters is the 
Mother-Church of Lyons ; it ſtands 
on an high Hill, over-looking the 
City ; it is old and ſmall : One of 
the Side-Chappels has its Walls. 
thick 


_— 


thick hung with little Offerings 
that Votaries have made for Mer- 
cies and Deliverances received up- 
on their Prayers to the Bleſſed Vir- 
gin. 

. Not far from hence is the Mz- 
#ims Convent, who have in their 
Chappel twelve fine Pieces of 
Painting ; but thoſe not to com- 
pare with what they have in the 
Sacriſty , that are juſtly eſteemed 
by all that ſee them. They con- 
tain the Hiſtories of the Old and 
New Teſtament, and are placed in 
two Rows one above the other ; 
thoſe that repreſent the Old Teſta. 
ment, are in the uppermoſt, reach- 
ing round the Room, and are fix- 
teen. Thoſe of the New, are un- 
der them ; but being only Eight, 
reach not ſo far as the former ; and 
where no Pictures are, be the 
Doors to the Preſſes where the Sa- 
* 8 cred Veſtments are kept. 

I got leave to ſee the Cloſet of 
| If the ingenious Monſieur Serviere ; 
Which, to give it what is due, ra- 
ther exceeded, - than- anſwered my 
QC z Ex- 
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. Expectations. To the Door of the 
firſt Cloſet was a Paper affixed, 
with this writ on it, Mente & Manu 
fatlum. In the Cloſet I met with 
divers ſhort Latine Sentences, that 
were well ſuited to ſuch a Yertuoſo, 
and {uch Rarities ; among which, I 
thought none more appoſite, con- 


ſidering his indefatigable Induſtry, 
than this, 


Nulla Dies abeat, quin Linea dutla 
ſaperſit. 


Before he particularly ſhewed me 
any thing, he Prefaced it; by tel- 
ling me, [ ſaw in him an old Gen- 
tleman of 84 Years of Age, who, 
after having received five Musket- 
ſhots in his Body in the Wars, re- 
tired for Study, and made all thoſe 
ſeveral Rarities he ſhould ſhew me, 
with his own hands. I ſpent two 
Hours with him $ but to have ex- 
atly viewed, and particularly ex- 
amined his Collection, would have 
requir'd at leaſt a Week's time. He 
fet himſelf in a Chair with ens 
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of his own contrivance, and ſo or- 
dered, that he was able, without 
the aſſiſtance of others, as he fate 
init, to remove out of one Room 
into another, and turned ſhort with 
much readineſs. The Mouſe and 
Lizard-Dials ſhewed the Hours of 
the Day, creeping backwards and 
forwards on two Plains, and con- 
tinue that Courſe for fifteen Days 
together with once Setting. His 
Desk-Dial is alſo worthy Notice ; 
where,by the motion of a Ball, the 
Gnomon turns round. His Engine 
for caſting Bombs to a great cer- 
tainty, deſerves no leſs. He has al- 
moſt found out a perpetual Motion ; 
for it will laſt as long as any Mat- 
ter remains.Out of this Cloſet he af- 
cends with much eaſe in a Chair to 
another above, as well furniſhed as 
this. Here he ſhewed me an Exper!- 
ment contradictory to Sir X.Digby's 
Opinion of the Sy mpathetick Pow- 
der,that it operates at any diſtance; 
for I plainly faw, that unleſs a'due 
diſtance was obſerved, the Power of 
it avaited nothing. He told me 
C 3 allo, 
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alſo, That by his Experience he 
had contradicted that Maxim 1n 
Philoſophy, Idem Effettus non po- 
teft produci ex duabus Caufis totali- 
bus & contrariis ; but this he made 
not ſo clear to me, and is fo opini- 
onative, and ſubject to that Infir- 
mity of his Age, Peeviſhneſs, that 
there was no diſcuſſing it with him. 
His Montre des Inclinat ions predo- 
minantes 1s very pretty ; where, 
let any Perſon touch a little Ball 
that is put on a Needle ( Mens 
Paſſions and AﬀeCtions being writ 
on the Brim of a round Board, ) it 
immediately turns to that Inclina- 
tion whereto he is moſt ſubject ; 
neither ſhall he by touching it ne- 
ver ſo oft, though thereupon every 
time it. goes round, get it to fix at 
any. other. In fine, there is ſuch a 
multitude of excellent Rarities , 
both in Mathematicks and Mechas» 
»iſm, that it is without queſtion 
he has brought both theſe to as 
great periection as any one. He 
has beſides great variety of curious 
Medals. Coming out of his Clo- 
EE ſet, 
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ſet, I obſerved theſe Verſes on the 
Door.

The Walls'of this City are of a 
fine Free-ſtone, high, and pretty 
ſtrong, the Guards in 1t not above 
an hundred Men. 

The Countrey every where as I 


came along, very mountainous ; | 


yet many Vineyards, beſides great | 


numbers of Mulberry, and 'Olive- 
Trees. 

The Province of Languedoc is a 
poor, barren Country, mountain- 
ous, and full of Stones ; yet in this 
ſteril Soil, covered in a manner 
wholly with Stones, good Corn is 
got ; Jugentt larguor eft Venter, 1s 
viſible here ; ſor they have many 
Vineyards ;' which , beſides the 
Vines, are thick planted with O- 
lIive-Trees. 

The Pont du Gard. is one of the 
Nobleſt Pieces of Antiquity re- 
maining ; it was built by theold 
Romans, about forty ſix yards high, 
having Three Ranges of Arches, 
one above another; the low - is 
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for a Paſſage over the River Gard, 
the other two for Aqueducts for 
the carrying Water through a Vale 
betwixt two great Mountains : 
This was built when Nziſmes wasa 
Colony ofthe: Romans. 


At Niſmes, a City in this Pro- Niſines. 


vince, and before the late Perſecu- 
tion, eminent for the great Reſort 
of the Proteſtants, I ſaw three con- 
ſiderable pieces of Antiquity, raiſed 
by the ancient Romans. 1. The 
great Amphitheatre, now ruinous, 
and at preſent there only remains 
of it, the Out-Walls, and ſome of 
the Seats within ; the Areza, full 
of Tenements ; yet from theſe Re- 
licks 'tis viſible the Building was 
magnificent, and ſuch a Work, as 
even in this Age could not be com- 
paſſed, but at prodigious expences, 
as well as Labour, 2. The Tem- 
ple of Diana , one ſide whereot, 
and that End where the Altar 
ſtood , ſo perfect ſtill, that the 
whole may be gueſſed at from 
them.

fore the Capitol where the Senate 
met ; it is pulling down, and a 
Church erecting in its place. The 
King is building a ſtrong Fort on an 
Eminence a little above the City, 
to ſubject that, and to be a De- 
fence againſt the ZZugonots, that 
were very numerous in theſe parts, 
and that now are New Converts. 

Montpelier, another City in the 
ſame Province, very much celebra- 
ted by thoſe of our Nation, for re- 
covering to Health ſuch as are far 
gone in the National Diſtemper, a 
Conſumption : Itis a pretty {weet 
Place, ſituate on a Hill ; the Build- Rf H 
ings high, and of Stone, and Streets Þ t) 
narrow ; the City encompaſſed Þ 11 
with old Walls. The extraordinary Þ| tl 
Salubrity of this Air, is to be im- Þ ci 
puted to the Temperature of the Þ| i 
Clime, and the Weather not ſfub- Þ in 
ject to ſudden Changes , though Þ| n« 
lying within a League of the Sea. I 5 
At Chriitmas it was ſo warm there, Wl in 
that for ſeveral days together I di- Þ 0! 
ned ina large Room without any Þ| 
Fire, and the Flies were very nu- 
mcrous, 
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merous, and troubleſome while at 

able ; yet other days I felt it cold 
too ; for the Air being very clear, 
the ſharp Breezes from the Sea , 
pierce ; and I was told, that in the 
hard Winter 1684. many of their 
diſtilled Waters froze, as in Eng- 
land. The Cittadel is at a little 
diſtance, ſtanding on a command- 
ing Eminence , conſiſting of four 
Baſtions, two Half-Moons, and a 
Counterſcarp ; the Baſtions are not 
well lined, nor other Works ſtrong, 
and the Garriſon there kept, ſo 
ſmall, that it is only 7» terrorem. 


Here 1s the moſt famous Univerſj- 


ty of France for the Study of Phy- 
ſick. The Publick Schools where 
the Lectures are read, and Exer- 
ciſe for Degrees , performed , are 
meanly built ; no one has Lodgings 
in them but the Chancellor : And 
near to them is the Anatomv- 
School ; it is round, with a Table 
in the middle, and ſeveral Rows 
of Benches, one above another, 
ike a Theatre, for the Spectators 
more conveniently to behold the 
| Ope- 
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Operations. The Biſhop of Mont- 
pelier 1s always Protector of the 
Univerſity. The Chancellor is cf 
the Kipg's appointment, and gene- 
rally 2 profeſſed Phyſician, he ha- 
ving a Duty incumbent on him,to 
read LeQtures in Anatomy and Bota- 
#iſm. Beſides him, there are ſeven 
Profeſſors that read publickly in 
the Schools, preſiding in Difputa- fl tc 
tions and other Exercifes, and di- fl 9: 
vide the whole Body of Phyfick a- Þlt a; 
mong them to explain. The Clan- Þ r 
cellor has one thouſand Crowns al- 
lowed him by the King, the other 
Profeſſors not above two hundred 
each, and the whole of their Gains 
exceeds not four hundred. Theſe 
Profeſſors are elected in a very ſo- 
lemn manner : When there hap- 
pens to be a Vacancy, Notice is 
given into all the provinces of the 
Kingdom , and any one that has 
been created Dodtor in this Univer- 
ſity , has Liberty to appear as 2 
Candidate. The Competitors go 
through a long courſe of Diſputa- 
tionsz at which are preſent the 
Biſhop 
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Piſhop of Montpelier, and divers 
Wperſons of Quality : After theſe 

are over ; ( which laſt at ſeveral 
times near a Year, ) the Profeſ= 
ors vote for the worthieſt. This 
formerly was, and indeed ought 
{till to be their Method ; but of 
late, though theFormalities of this 
Eleftion are continued, yet Bribes 
to the Profeſſors, or a Recommen- 
dation from the King's chief Phyfici- 
anare ſureſt to ſucceed; ſo mercena- 
ry are they grown, to the diſpa- 
ragement of the Univerſity, as 
well as ſcandal of Learning, There 
are ordinarily two hundred Stu» 
dents belonging to this Univerſity, 
none whereof are admitted with- 
out the Votes of the Profefſors,and 
an Examination of their Manners 
and Learning ; but the Profeſoors 
receive ſuch advantage from them, 
and depend ſo much on them for 
the profit of their Places, that itis 
rarely known any are rejected. 
They live in the Town, and are 
not obliged to any particular Ha- 
bits ; butfrom their Matriculation 
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muſt duly attend the Lectures for 
a Year and half; after which, they 
begin to do Exerciſes, which laſts 
about fix Months longer ; fo that 
in two Years they commence Do- 
cors. Their Exerciſes are faid to 
be ſtrict; but a Learned and Emi- 
nent Dotor among them, frankly 
confeſſed to me, that he never 
knew more thanone e'er denied his 
Degree for Infuſficiency, or Immo- 
rality. They are firſt Batchelors, 
then Licentiates, by a Licenſe 
figned by the Biſhop, and after- 
wards Doctors, When they arc 
made Dodtors , they ſwear them- 
ſelves not to be Baſtards, nor ever 
tos have exercifed any Mechanick 
Trade, as if a Baſtard or Mecha- 
nick would be a Diſgrace to that 
Honourable Profeffion. About 
Twenty, one year with another,go 
out Doctors. 

Le Jardin du Roy, fo called, be- 
cauie when #7. 4. lived here, it was 
his, is ſince given to the Univer» 
fity. Here are many Medicinal 
Herbs and Plants. The Garden 
Con- 
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conſiſts of great variety of cool 
ſhady Walks, in which Perſons of 
Quality of the Town divert them- 
ſelves. 

The Study of the Law flouriſhes 
leſs here than in other Univerſt- 
ties. 

The Feſuires are pulling down 
their old Colledge, and erecting a 
new one in its place. It is not 
half finiſhed. 

The Convent of the OZſervanrs, 
4 little our of Town, ſtands ſweet- 
ly, and they have a neat pretty 
Garden ; their Cloiſters, Galleries, 
and Chappel are rather decent than 
rich. 

The Recolle#*'s Convent is ordi- 
nary, but their Gardens large, and 
lie well.

little walled Town, famous for the 
Frontignan, or Muſcat-Wine. From

where the King has for ſome years 
paſt, been at almoſt infinite Ex- 
pence 1n making a Mole to gain a

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| good Port for the ſafe harbouring 
of Ships. The Mole is made of 
vaſt hard Stones, that are blown 
out of. the Rocks near by Gun- 
powder ; but afterall Endeavours, 
there is ſuch a quantity of Sand 
conſtantly brought in by the Tide, 
that few Veſſels of Burden can. ride 
there, However, they ſtilt labour 
at making the Mole, and diſchar- 
ging the Port of Sand. Hence are 
ſhipp'd the Lanzuedoc-Wines. This 
part of the Country abounds with 
Vineyards and Olive-Trees. 

All along from Montpelier to 
Arles, the Country is open, andin 
it is made much Oyl of Wine. En: 
tring into Arles, I croſſed the Þ 
Rhoſne,by a Bridge of Boats,This is 
a conſiderable walled City,the Seat 
of an Archbiſhop, and a Place of 
ſuch Antiquity , that a Father of Þ 
the Order of the Minims, told me, | 
it was une autre Rome, alerg Roma. 8 © 
There ſtill remain in it many things 
curious, and obſervable; as, x. A 
Noble Obelisk , ſuppoſed to have 
been brought in 7iberiws's Reign, 
and 
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and in the Year 1676. was erec- 
ed on 4 large Pedeſtal, upheld by 
four Lions couchant; atid on the 
fides of the Pedeſtal are four In- 
{criptions dedicated to the King. 
It ſtands in the Square before the 
Town-houſe, which is a new and 
handſome Edifice. BI 
Secondly , The Amphi-theatreg 
whereof there is nothing now but 
the Out-walls, the reſt being pul- 
led down, and Houſes bnilt itt the 
Arena. 
Thirdly, Mr. Laxre's Cabinet: 
He is a rich Man, arid has been a 
great Traveller,and ſpared no coſts 
to colle Medals and other Curio- 


EB fities he met with, which he ſhews 


very readily to any that deſire it. 

Fourthly , The Tombs , very 
numerous on eac|t fide the Road as 
one goes to Marſeilles. They are 
large entife Stones, - hollowed - to 
receive the Bodies, with vaſt Co- 
vers of Stone over. them. 

Fiftkly , The Chappel .of. the 
Minims , where in the Vault are 
feyen Marble Tombs, in which 
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were laid the Bodies of ſome r re 
markable Saints, and have now 
been there ( according to the La- 
criſtan S Com 5 earns any Cen- 
turies. In one of theſe is Water 
conſtantly ſpringing ; which being 
given {in Fevers , infallibly Cures. 
In another , lying partly over it, 
there is Water that ebbs and flows 
with the increaſe and decreaſe of 
the Moon, and no one can diſco- 
ver Which way it comes there. 
On theſe Tombs is excellent old 
Work in Baſſo relieve. 

Sixthly, The double Balaſter of

where. in Baſſo reliewvo are deſcri- 
bed ſeveral Hiſtories, as well of 
the New as Old Teſtament. 
Seventhly,St. 7rophimus's Chap-

Arles is in the Country of Pre- 
vence, and this part of it is general- 
ly rocky and barren, though ſome 
of it is more {ertil, affording great 
plenty of Olive, Almond, Fig and 
Walnut-Trees, beſides their Vines.

where I was much fſurprized at my 
coming -into the City, to ſee the 
D 2 pleas 
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pleaſant Cour, a very delightful, 
long and broad Walk , ſet with 
Trees on each fide, and the Build- 
ings lofty, handſome, and regular, 
Here 1s an excellent Port, extraor- 
dinary fafe, becauſe ſo encompaſled 
with Hills, that the Wind can ne- 
ver be prejudicial to the Veſſels 
that lie at Anchor there, though 
the Mouth is very narrow, and 
fometimes they miſcarry entring it. 
Here are already thirty ſix Gallies, 
and the King intends to make 
them forty ; none of hisPredecef- 
fors had more than twelve. In the 
Arſenal are Arms, with all other 
requiſite proviſions for fitting them 
ont. The Slaves that row in them, 
are a melancholy Sight ; they are 
kept under ſtrict Diſcipline when 
they row, and at other times fare 
hardly, the King's Allowance be- 
ing not very conſiderable; but 
then they have liberty to get what 
they can by their Labots, and go 
about the Town chained together, 
with a Soldier to watch them ; and 
many of the 7urks have little Shops 
tpon 
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upon the ſide of the Port, to which 
they are chained, where they work 
at ſeveral Trades and Merchandize. 
The King gives all poſſible encou- 
ragement to this Port, making it 
free; which has cauſed great reſort 
hither, and occaſioned abundance 
of Building within a ſhort time. 
The City is ſo populous, that ac- 
cording to the common computa- 
tion, . there are in it, and on board 
the Gallies, 90000 Souls, whereof 
about 20000 are Slaves. 

The Exchange is new built, not 
large, but very neat , where the 
Merchants meet ; the Trading is 
chiefly countenanced by the Ex- 
gliſh and Dutch, thoſe of any con- 
dition among the Frexch , diſdain- 
ing the Profeſſion, and others deal- 
ing only in little-pedling Matters. 
The Native Tradeſmen of Mar- 
ſeilles are particularly obſerved ne- 
ver to be very rich, and ſeldom to 
have regard to poſterity ; but d& 
light to live well, and enjoy them- 
ſelves, infomuch that no one that 
can afford -it; will be without his 
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Country, as well as City-houſe; 
ſo that there are ſuppoſed to be 
18000 little Houfes ( which by a 
Term peculiar to that place, are 
called Baſtids, ) near Marſeilles: 
and about Four in the Afternoon in 
the Summer-time, when a Citizen 


.has done his Days-work, and the 


Weather grown ſomething mode- 
rate, hell fer his Wife on his Afs 
betwixt a pair of Panniers, in one 
of which ſhall be their Child, and 
in the other a little Wine , Oyl, 
and ſome Bread , and he himſelf 
drives, or follegws at ſome diſtance 
to his Countrey-houſe ; where they 
are entertained with Roots, Herbs, 
and Grapes, and their Afs with 
Vine-leaves till the next Mornin 
that they return back. This City, 
and the Provexceals, heretofore en- 
joyed greater Immunities than the 
reſt of France ; all which were ta- 
ken from. them by the preſent King, 
and they now in the like condition 
with others his Subjeas. | 
Aix 1s the Capital City of Pro- 
w2nce, the.See of an Archbiſhop, an 
| Univer» 
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Univerſity, and Parliament-Town, 
which is of very conſiderable ad- 
vantage to it ; for the great con> 
courſe of people that are brought 
thither on that occaſion, bring a- 
long with them a flouriſhing Trade. 
The City is large, ſituate on the 
ſide of an H.lI, Streets well built, 
broad , and kept neat and clean. 
Here Travellers cannot but take 
notice of x. The Coxr, in which 
are four Rows of Trees, and it fo 
large, that both Coaches, and o- 
thers on foot divert themſelves, by 
taking the Air there. It ſeems both 
broader and longer than that at 
Marſeilles , but the Buildings on 
each ſide not ſo great.

Incorruption, when all the reſt of 
his Fleſh was conſumed: And 
they aftirm , this Tongue, for h- 
ving been a Laſh to the Sacrament 
r1ans of lis Time, has Leen pre- 
ſerved ſound without any Taint of 
Corruption, that as a perpetual 
Miracle, it might bear witneſs to 
the Truth of 7; ranſubſtantiation.

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In moſt of the Streets of this 
City, you walk out of the reach of 
Sun or Weather, they being built 
Cloyſter-like. | 
Embarking in a Padua-Boat that 
carries Paſſengers to Fenice , we 
were drawn by Horſes down the 
River Brexto twenty miles to Lizzy 
Fuſina, and all the way on both 
ſides, faw great numbers of Px Þ 
laces belonging to the Noble Yene- 
titans, and that are their Coun- 
trey-Vilas. Afterwards , taking 
a Gondola, T went the remaining 
five Miles by Sea to Yenice, and 
rowing through the Grand Canal, 
and under the Rzal:o, was Landed Bi 
at the Door of my Inn. 0 
Penice, the chief City of this WE; 
potent Republick, which, for near Wb 
390 years has continued under the Wr: 
{1me Government, had its Origin IC. 
from the Invaſion of the Gozhs and Wie 
Vaadals,and like ſalvage People,in- War 
to /taly, as Laſſels relates. In it | te 
ſaid a Month , and particularly cc 
faw moſt Things remarkable ; t0 WP: 
deſcribe 
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deſcribe which, were unneceſſary, 
after they are ſo well done by that 
Author. But he having writ ma- 
ny years ago, ſince then there have 
happened ſome Alterations, and 
perhaps ſome little things by him 


omitred, which it may not be im- 


proper here to take notice of. 


The Noble Yenetians generally 
deſerve his Character of them. The 
Law he mentions, is ſtill in force 
apainſt their wearing Perukes ; but 
at preſent 1s not put 1h execution, 
and the contrary Practice connived 
at, As for the Women, they have 
wholly laid afide their Coppin ; 
and wear Shoes, as well as many 
of them Cloths after the French 
Faſhion. They are rarely ſeen a- 
broad ( unleſs as they go to, and 
ccturn from Chureh) but in the 
Carzaval, Which is a Time of uni- 
verfal Libetty ; and then too Wives 
and Daughters are ſc{dom permit- 
ted to go in Maſquerade, unleſs ac- 
cmpanied by their Husbands or 
Parents, or other truſty Perſon to 
G 2 watch 
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watch over them. All the reft of 


the Year they keep much at home, 
and employ themſelves in ſome 
ſort of Work, moſt in making the 
Penetian Points., and when they 
g0 to Church,their Faces are veil, 
and have their Mother, or ſome 6- 
ther old Woman following ; and 
never viſit unleſs on Sundays, and 
then only betwixt Parents and 
Children. |

At the Portico leading into the 
Dow.inican's Convent, dedicated to 
St. John and Paul, there 1s, among 
other Paintings in Freſco, the Bleſ- 
ied Virgin milking into St. Domz- 
nics Eyes, and giving him her Ro- 
fary, with this Label from her 
Moutiz.

The Library is very pretty and 
neat; but not well filled with 
Rooks. The Shelves ſupported by 
Statues carved in Wood, of ſeve- 
ral Arch-Hereticks, ſuch as, Wick- 
liffe, Melantthon, Eraſmus, Luther, 
Calvin ,, Cranmer , Bingharn, ( an 
Triſh-man,) Bucer, Beza, &C. 

The Church and Colledge of 
the Jeſuztes is not fo ſplendid and 
glorious here, as in moſt other 
Places; and though , ſince their 
remarkable Baniſhment from this 
City, they were reſtored, by the 
Mediation of the Pope, when Ber- 
trucc? Valerso was Doe, 1656. ye 
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ſhe continues ſuch Jealouſtes to- 
wards them, that no Jeſaize may 
live longer in Yenice than three 
years, nor return afterwards, and 
ſtay a Month, without particular 
leave from the Government. The 
Reaſon, I have heard for their Ba- 
niſhment , was , becauſe at their 
Confeſſions they enjoyned the Wo- 


'Þ ren to get out of their Husbands, 


by all the little Tricks they could 
uſe, the Secrets of the State, and 
reveal to them, which they after- 
wards diſcovered to other Princes, 
to the prejudice of this State.When 
this was known to the Senate, it ſo 
moved their Indignation and Dit- 
pleaſure againſt them , that ſome 
were ſent from that Auguſt Body 
to the Colledge, with Orders, to 
ſearch their Studies, ſeize their Pa- 
pers, and leading the Fathers to 
the Water, to put them into Gon- 
dola's, prepared to carry them a- 
way, and fend them packing, in 
theſe Words, Audate via, pigliate 
mente, e ritornate mai, Get you 


G 4 gone, 
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gone, take nothing with you, and 
never return more. 

I went to the ſeyeral Iſlands near 
Venice, Torcello, Mazorbo, Buram, 
Murano, (where the Venice-Glaſſes 
are made, ) St. George Maggiore, 
( a fine Convent of Benedittines, ) 
Guidecha, Malomocco, and Spinione, 
where moſt of the Merchant-men 
le at Anchor. 

I ſaw a Ball at the Palace of Ms 
cenigo, 4 Noble Venetian, to enter- 
tain the Grand Prince of 7uſcany. 
The Rooms were all open, richly 
furniſhed with Hangings and Pi 
Cures, and well filled with Com- 
pany. In moſt of them were Con- 
forts of Muſick, playing , while 
the Gentlemen and Ladies, accord- 
ing to the dancing of theCountrey, 
walk'd hand in hand out of one 
Room into another, holding conver: 
ſations together as they walked. 

Another day I was at the Baiting 
of the Bulls, or rather Oxen, for 
the entertainment of the Prince, in 
che Place of Sanita Maria Formoſa,

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2 Sport much valued, though they 
wanted ſome of our Eng/i/h Bull- 
dogs to have it in perfection. I 
likewiſe faw the Feaſt of the Pzaz- 
za of St. Mark, which is always 
obſerved the laſt Thurſday in Car- 
naval, The Doge fate in a Throne 


 crected in that open Gallery of the 


Palace looking into the Place of 
St. Mark , to ſee it; on his right 
hand the French Ambaſlador, and 
the Senators in their Robes on 
both ſides. It began with Three 
Oxen, that were brought, and had 
their Heads each ſtruck off with 
one Blow by great broad Swords, 
and their Bodies ſent to the Pri- 


ſons: Then many Fire-works plaid, 


which would have been ſhewn to 
better advantage in the Night ; 
but the Prudence, ( or rather Jea- 
louſie ) of this State is ſuch, they 
are alwaysin the Day. After them, 
was a Man drawn up in a Calaſh 
and Horſe, from one of the Pillars 
ſtanding by the Sea, into the Cam- 
fanile , and flew down in a Ma» 
chine 


chine like a Dragon, from the An- 
gel on the top of the Campanile,in- 
to the Sea, This Feaſt had its be. 
ginning, and is celebrated in me- 
mory of a Victory the Republick 
obtained againſt Z/ricus, Patriarch 
of Aquileia, who being a ſeditious, 
ill Man, and excommunicated by 
the Pope, vexed the Patriarch of 
Grado with a malicious War, be- 
cauſe he could not with Patience 
bear the Precedence of that Patri- 
arch ; who recurring to this Re- 
publick for help, and they being 
well enclined to him, becauſe they 
apprehended his Cauſe juſt, raiſed 
an Army, and joyning Battel with 
Ulricus, took him, and waſted 
his Countrey. And atter, on Trea- 
ty, Matters were thus agreed, That 
he ſhould not for the future molelt 
Grado ; and that every Year,on the 
Day of the faid Victory, Twelve 
Hogs and a Bull ſhould be publick- 


ly killed before the People in re- | 


membrance thereof ; but they are 
ſince changed into Three _ 
X . ; 
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And on the Place *twas likewiſe or- 
dered, that Repreſentations of the 
aforefaid War with ©1ricus, ſhould 
be deſcribedin Painting. 


Aquileia has been many years Aquilcia. 


ſubject to the Yenetians, and the 
Patriarchate ſince transferred to 
Venice, 

All about the Palace and P7azza 
of St. Mark, adorned with carved 
Figures, are divers F7eroglyphicks, 
myſiically repreſenting either ſore 
happy or glorious Actions, or In- 
centives to ſuch. 

This State ſubſiſts, and flouriſhes 
by its rigorous Execution of Ju- 
ſtice, endeavouring, to prevent, or 
by a ſpeedy care to meet Sedition 
and Confpiracies in their begin- 
nings. Of this, I ſaw a memora- 
ble Inſtance ; one Morning was a 
Man hanging on a Gallows erected 
betwixt the Lombard's Pillars, and 
 Eiflicved to have been brought and 
FF Executed there at Midnight ; he 
had never received any- publick 
Trial, fo that thoſe who beheld

without Trial, or ſhewing Cauſe.

Venice is a City that gives ſul 
ficient Liberty to all People; itha 
I 0000 Or 12000 Jews , 4000 0 
5000 Greeks, and indeed all Stran- 
gers may live with Quiet and Eaf: 
enough in it, provided they'll not 
meddle with the Government ; for 
that 1s too ſacred to be touched. 

I returned from Yenice the fame 
way I went thither, by Padua, and 
thence through very deep and dir 
ty Roads ( becauſe of the Rains 
that fell at that time } to Eſet; 
which was anciently a City belong- 
ing to the Dukes of Ferrara ; from 
which, they, and the Dukes of Mv 
dena take their Names. It {tands 
on the River Brexto, and 1s nov 
under the Yenetians, and only 1 
Village, where are but few Houles, 
with the Ruines of an old Caſte 
The Countrey thereabouts is very 
pleaſant, 
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pleaſant, as well as extreamly 
rich:

The Great Palace of the Duke 
of Mantua, or Calorte, is very ipt- 
cxous.. I faw only the Duke's own 
Apartments within, he being then 
at Venice, which is reckoned about 
a third part of the Palace; theo 
ther two belong to the Dutchel;, 
his Confort, and his Mother, who 
were both in them. His conſiſted 
of variety of Chambers and Ant: 
Chambers, beſides ſeveral handlom 
Galleries ; in one whereof, are tht 
Pictures of the Dukes of this Fs 
mily, {his Predeceſſors, ) and 1

Tone, The Organ was broke by 
the Germans about fifty years fince, 
when they took Mantua, and ran- 
ack'd this Palace. In another 
Room are many Earthen Diſhes, 
and fine Jars, ſo well painted by 
Raphael Urbin, that they are inva- 
laable. Here are three large Courts, 
belides ſeveral lefſer. The Library 
tas no great plenty of Books;' out 
of it are Balconies, looking into, 2 
Court where they bait Bulls and 
wild Beaſts for Diverſion ; 2nd. oy 
tier Galleries go round-the ſame.

 Parmatakes its Name from the 
River Parma, that runs through 
it; 'tis long, but not broad. The 
Strada di Sanftlo Michaele, or 
Street of St. Michael, is above 1 
Mile in length, with fair Buildings 
on both ſides. This City is eſteem- 
ed more populousthan Han!a,and 
thotght to contain 60000 Souls) 
but it 15 not fo tull of Nobility as 
that, nor conſequently of Palaces, 
nor has ſo good Trade, the chic! 
Trade of each lying in Silk. The 
Countrey about, is extreamly rich 
and pleafant fo behold. Here I faw 
many fine Churches ; particularly, 
the Domo, a ftately Fabrick ; with- 
im is a Noble Aſcent by 17 Steps 
tothe High Altar.

A Scotch Fas 
ther, John Alexander, of the Eatl 
of Sterlix's family,took me into the 
Cellar, very large, and full of good 
Wine, holding, according, to his 
teckoning, 1500 Hogſheads,which 
he aſſured me they filled twice a 
Year, The Charcty of the Annun- 
crata 1s yet unperſet, but will be 
plorious when finiſhed, 

The Paface where the Duke ge- 
nerally lives,is not ſſewn to Stran» 
gers 5 his Pictures, and beſt Furnts 
ture being; at another, out of the 
H 4 City, 
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City. While I was here, I faw the 
Duke go abroad to Church ; he 
hadan handſome number of Guard; 
attending him, and ſeven Coache, 
He is a Man bulky, and above 60 
years old. His Dominions are 9- 
bout 70 Miles long, and 48 broad, 
He pays an yearly Tribute to the 
Pope of 10000 Crowns, and when 
his Holineſs has Wars, he claims 
to be his General, and therefore 
has the Title of Defenſore dell; 
Chieſa , Detender of the Church, 
His Guards are 200.all Germans,and 
their Muskets with double Barrels, 
Near to this Palace, he is building 
another, which, when finiſhed, this 
will be pulled down. In his Stt- 
bles are many good Horles, about 
364, for Coach and Saddle. He 
has nine Coaches, extraordinary 
rich ; they are large, and booted; 
one is in a manner covered with 
beaten Silver, with Seats and Cur- 
tains embroidered. Another, of 
Crimſon-Velvet, and at top all 
Looking-Glaſs, ſo well gilt andem- 
broidered 
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broidered, that it coſt x 000 Ducats 


| more than the former. The others 
| are all of Velvet,embroidered too, 
| excepting one of Leather, with the 
| Emboſſements well gilt. They have 
| all great Velvet Cloths hanging on 
| each ſide,embroidered,& with deep 
 Fringes of Gold and Silver. 


In a 
Chamber near, are kept Har- 
neſſes, and Bridles , and Horſe- 
Cloths agreeable to theſe Coaches, 
and Saddles, extreamly rich, both 
for Men and Women. There was 
blue Velvet to cover a Saddle not 
made up, embroidered with a great 
number of true Pearls work'd into 
it. In this Room were the Skins 
of two Horſes of the Duke , on 
Wood, with Manes of a vaſt 
Length, the one five, and the 0+ 
ther ſeven Yards long, 

The great Theatre within the 
Palace, will commodioufly con- 
tain 12000 Spectators, and fo con- 
trived for Hearing: , that a low 
Voice is heard from the remoteſt 
part of the Stage, even among the 
SCENES 
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Scenes to the farther part of the 
Theatre.Here they exhibit Opera's ; 
but | was told ir is fo chargeable 
getting the Scenes in order, and 0- 
ther Requiſites, that it 1s ſeldom 
uſed, unleſs at the Marriage of the 
Prince,or on ſome ſolemn occaſion. 

In the Duke's Summer-Palace, a 
little without the City, commonly 
called Caſio , ( the little Houſe ) 
or Jardino ( the Garden ) are kept 
his beſt Pictures, where are many 
rare Pieces of the beſt Maſters;ſuch 
as Michael Angelo, Raphael Urbin, 
Carrachzo, Corregio, Julio Romano;

the World. The Halls and Grotto's 
are well painted, and Gardens 
with the Fotntains exceeding plea- 
fant, The Avenues lately, and 
Proſpe@ very delightful. Not far 
from this Palace are the wild Beaits 
kept ; Several Bears, a Lion , 2 
Tiger, and a Yitello Marino ; it 
feeds on all fort of Food, reſem- 
bles a Stagg, but ſomething lower, 


the Tail longer, and Horns ſtand 
ſtraight up,ſhort and wreathed. 
The Colledge called Colegio de 
Nebili di Parma, promiſes little 
without , being built at ſeveral 
times, and without Uniformity ; 
but performs much within, For 
here are a great many conyenient 
Accommodations for the Scholars 
and Fathers , ( whoare Feſuites, ) 
beſides the publick Rooms. Below 
Stairs is the Refeftory, where they 
all eat ; the Infirmary, or Cham- 
bers where the Sick are lodged,and 
the Chapel for them to hear and ſee 
Maſs ſaid, out of their Beds ; and 
Spiceria, where all neceſſary Drugs 
and other Preparations for the ſick, 
are kept; the Refectory for thoſe 
Strangers to cat if, that come hi- 
ther, and are related to any of the 
SXholars, and the Chambers by it, 
tor their Lodging, with the ſeveral 
Apartments tor their Servants, A- 


bove the Fathers and Scholars 


lodge, there is alſo a neat Cha- 


pel, curiouſly painted , and the 
Schools 
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Schools for Grammar , Humanity, 
Rhetorick, and Philoſophy,in which, 
I could not but take notice of their 
ways of encouraging' the Youth to 
Learning (much to be preferr'd ty 
our whipping it into them ) by Þþ 
little Chaplets, or Crowns of Law 
rel, hanging up their Exetciſes pub- 
lickly in the Schools, when they 
are good , carrying Triumphs be 
fore them, having diſtin& Place 
for the YVidtores and YViiti, Veterani, 
and the like. Hard by 1s the Me 
nage -where they ride, the Thea- 
tres for Opera's, either publick of 
private, and a Jarge School, curi- 
ouſly painted , where rhey ſpeak 
Verſes, declaim, and diſpute before 
the Duke and a milltitude of Com- 
pany at ſome certain Times of the 
Year. During the Carnaval, they 
have many Opera's, and to thert 
reſort a great number of People. 
This Colledge is in all its Ci- 
cumſtances very conſiderable ; it 
owes its Being to the ſole Careand 
Encouragement of the Duke, who 
is 
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is a moſt | benign Prince, a great 
Lover and Favourer of Learning 
and the Libera] Arts. Noone can 
be admitted into it without his 
Leave; which he never denies to 
any that are capable of the Croſs of 
Malta; but will not ſuffer any be- 
ſides ſuch as are well-born to come 
in, They are generally received 
young, which is deſired by the Fa- 
thers,- that ſo they may have the 
training them up, and make the 
firſt Impreſſions', while they are 
udum & molle Iutum.

The Charter-houſe, or Carthuſta 
Monaſtery is a little Mile from Bo- 
lognia; there 1s a very neat Chapel, 
with a large Monaſtery for 48 Fa- 
thers, One of them courteouſly 
ſhewed me all the Convent, Cha- 
pel,. Sacriſty, with their rich Veſt- 
ments and Plate, his own Apart- 
ment, where was a pretty Garden, 
two Chambers, one for Lodging, 
the other, Studying and Eating in, 
and a little Oratory for his private 
Devotions, the ForeFeria, or A- 

rtments for Strangers, their Gar- 
&ns, that abound with Heros an 

—WÞ I 4 Fruits, 
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Fruits, their Peſcera,or Fiſh-ponds 
full of the beſt Fiſh, and the Of: 
fices belonging to the Houſe, 

The Capuchin's Convent is ona 
Hill ſomewhat higher than the 0/;- 
wetan's, and near it; on the Hi oh 
Altar is a Crucifixion, by Gui 
Rheni, the beſt Picture he ever 
made.. 

In the Nunnery of the Monacle 
Convertite, or converted Ladies, 
are renerally 80 Nuns, that have 
renounced ,' and retired from the 
Pleaſures of the World, to ſpend 
rhe remainder of their Lives i in Pe- 
nitence. 

' . The School of the Fraternity 
St. Joſeph is admirably painted by 
Carrache. 

Amongſt other Buildings dedr 
cated to Charity,are the Colledges 
of Cardinal - Albernozzo and Mor 
zalte ; the former is for the Span 
ards his Countrey-men. Here 
they ſell Wine, not only in whole 
fale, but retail, and have good 
Cuſtom ; ; for they pay _e no Dat 


({ 
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( or Cuſtom ) can afford it cheap- 
er than others. The latter Col- 


| ledge was founded by Pope Sixtus 


Quintus, for the Benefit of his na- 
tive Countrey , the Province of 
Marca, and is dedicated to St. A4- 
thony. 

I was in this City upon theFeaſt 
of the Annunciation, which was ob- 
ſerved as a very great Holy-day ; 
all the Altars of the Lady in the 
Churches were richly adorned, and 
thoſe Churches dedicated to the 
Madona, dreſled in a very particu- 
Jar manner beth within, and about 
the doors. Nay, the Madona's, at 
the corners of Streets, and on the 
Walls, were bedeckd with Ri- 
bonds, Flowers, and other Orna- 
ments, and had many Lights burn- 
ing before them, and a more than 
orinary Devotion was paid to 
men. 2 

After the Churches,I ſaw the fol- 
lowing Palaces. That of the Pope's 
Legat,ſtands in the greatPzazza,near 
vt, Petronio ; it is a large Pile of 
; | Build- 
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Building ; ; in the middle part live 
the Senator, that rs Governor of 
Boloznta, 'He is electedevery two 
Months, and durmyg his continu. 
ing in the Office, he refides in the 
Palace, atthe expence of the City, 
that keeps his Table, and has eight 
Gentlemen to wait upon him ; he 
is Choſe ont of the 24 Senators 
Here alſo are the Publick Notaries, 
with the other Officers of the Cj 
ty, and the Courts of Juſtice. In 
the upper Apartments keeps the 
Cardinal Legate ; he'has x00 Swiſ- 
fers for Iis Guards , beſides 60 
Foot. In this Palace is the 'Cabi- 
net and Study of Aldrovandus, 1 
. Bologneſe Doctor of Phyſick. The 
firſt Room 1s a large Repoſitory,6 
over the Door 1s writ m Capital 
Letters K{pwmninoudtor, ia Qoltection 
of 712 Natural Ratities in little 
Glaſ-Bottles , with their Names. 
Here is alſo the Picture of a ſtrange 
hairy Boy, and near it, of a Man

&ed the Quinteſſence for the great 
Volumes of his Natural Hiſtory, 
With theſe are all the Stainps for 
the ſame Works, cut in Wood. In 
another Room are more Curioſj- 
ties, ſome natura), others artificial, 
Of the firſt ſort, are the Stones: 
of the ſecond, earthen Veſſels made 
by the [ndians of Porcellane, &c. 
and among theſe, an Engliſh Sky- 
coloured Mugg with a Pewter Co- 
ver to it, and a dun. Bottle with 
Arms on it, and the Potter's Name 
circumſcribed ; a compleat Colle- 
tion of ancient MedaJs,two 7talian 
Padlocks,one lined with Velvet,and 
indented both behind and before, 
the other neither, and very wide 
behind. He that ſhewed them 
me, as alſo my Antiquary, would 
not allow that they were ordinari- 
ly uſed. 

Before this Palace, and in the 
middle of the P J4<<a, iS 2 fair Its- 
tue 
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tue of Neptune, with a Trident in 
his Hand. 

The Palace of Campegg;, is a no- 
ble great Building, and has an ex- 
cellent Hall ; the other Rooms are 
ordinary , and not furniſhed; in 
this the Pope, the Emperor Charles 
the 5th. and Electoral Princes of 
Germany reſolved on the Council of 
Trent, as by the Inſcription over 
the Door in the great Hall in Ca- 
pital Letters, it appearcth.

The Palace of the Counts of 
Caprara , belongs to Three | Bro- 
thers ; Two of them in the Service 
of the Emperor in Germany, Here 
I was ſhewed an Unicorn's Horn, 
and a choice Gallery of Pictures; 
ſome by 7itian, others Guido Rhe- 
21, &c. and ſeveral Sculptures cu- 
riouſly wrought. In the next Room 
15 more valuable Furniture ; thc 
Spoils of the 7urks, taken by Ge- 
neral Caprara 1n Hungary, a large 
weighty Standiſh of Silver, well 
eilt, with the Princels of Ragote; 
Arms,found in 7eckly's Tent, with 
many Plates of the fame Metal, 
and tn the like manner, ſixteen ci 
the Fanrzaries Muskets, heavy, and 
carry much Powder and Pall, thc 
Turks Bows and Arrows, many of 
their Scymitars, the 5cabhards tipt 
with Silver and Gold, Hilts Agate, 
Blades thin and light, an Horſe's 

Tail, 
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Tail, the Turk's Signal, Shields in« 
laid with Gold, rich Saddles and, 
Bridles. of Crimſon-Velyert:embroi- 
dered, and precious Stones. work'd: 
into them,  Battle-Axes, Piſtols.and-

The Palace of the Connt- Ras 
nccio, is one of the greateſt in Bo» 
lognia, Rooms ſtately, and ſome 
of them filled with excellent Pi- 
(tures, and Paintings on the Ciel- 
gs, 

In the Palace of Count-Pepoli, 
the Hall is painted by Canrzz, an 
eminent Bo/ogneſe. 

In the Palace of Mand7ni, in his 
Oratory 1s our Saviouron the Croſs 
in Copper, much eſteemed tor the 
curious Wark. | 

The Palace-of the Marcheſe. d: 
Tenara, has. feveral good Pictures 
of Gaiclo Rheni and Guar chins. 

_ lathe Palace of the Coxte Fav, 
5 rarely painted the whole Hiſtory 
of AEneas, out. of Yirgs, in Freſco; 
15 like a continued Cornice that 
goes 
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goes round the Rooms ; the Paint- 
ing is old, but much eſteemed. 

I cannot but mention in the 
next place, the Silk-Mills, that are 
turned about by Water, and will 
twiſt each thirty pounds of Silk in 
a day ; 'tis a new Invention, and 
leſſens the number of Silk-weork- 
ers. | 
The Univerſity of Bolognia has 
been fo famous, that I could not 
forbear viſiting the great Schools; 
where, at the entrance in the Por- 
tico, ] read an Inſcription to the 
Memory of the Famous Z7aliacs 
tZius; of whom Ztudibras wittily 
ſays,

taken away that liberty which was 
indulged , of wearingArms , Dit- 
terences and Quarrels ſometimes 
ariſing betwixt them and the Gen- 
tlemen of Bolognia, which occaſi- 
oned many that would otherwiſe 
have come hither to ſtudy,togo to 
Parma, Padua, and elſewhere.

looking on themſelves, though ſub- 
jet to rhe Pope, yet becauſe of 
their reſerved Priviledges, to be in 
many things exempt trom the Le.

This City lies at the End «f 
Lombardy , and Bottom of the 4- 
pennines, the ſecond Town of the 
Popes Dominions, and is moſt 
faithfully devoted to the Intercſ 
of the Church ; "tis long two miles, 
and one and an half broad. It 1s 
built much on Arches, and very 
populous, inſomuch that 'tis faid 
there are Tt00000 Souls in it, and 
that 3ooooareconſtantly employ 
on the Silk Manufacture, notwitlh 
ſtanding the Silk-Mills. 

Leaving Bo/ognia, to go to Rome 
by the way of Lorerro, the firſt 
City I came to, was 7me/a, where 
there was nothing more remarka- 
ble, than an excellent Picture 1n 
the Pominican's Church, of St.0- 
fora, by L. Carrachio.

Senigallia is 2 walled City, with 
ſome tew Guns on the Baſtions; it 
is but ſmall ; though it has a Port 
and Mole into the Sea , yet the 
Mouth 15 ſo narrow , that only 
Barks can come into it, and Ships 
ride at Anchor five Miles fromit.. 

Ancona1s an handſom City, and 
one of the beſt Ports the Pope has 
on the Adriacick Sea. 

I hencel went to Loreto, a Ch 
ty near the Sea, and ſeated on an 
Hill, cornpaſted about with a good 
ſtrong Wall, and provided with 
tome Arms for Delience againſt E 
nemics either, by Sea or Land. The 
Inhabitants are miſerably poor,not- 
withitanding the conſtant great 


Reſort of Strangers, a good part of 


whom are only Pilgrims, .who arc 
entertained ſor three days gratzs at 
the Hoſpital, and afterwards as ma- 
ny more ( if they ſtay fo long) 
by the Church. The chiefeſt Trade 
ſeems to be of Chaplets of Beads 
and Medais ; moſt of the Shops 

m the great Strect, are only for 
ſuci 
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ſuch ſort of Commodities, and in- 
tothem Strangers are importunate- 
ly invited. Before the Domo is 
an handſome ſpacious Pzazza, the 
Buildings about it not finiſhed, but 
well deligned. In them live the 
Governor and Monſeignors, the Bi- 
ſhop, 21x Canons, 2o Jeſuits, who

to be faid in the Holy Houſe, and 
divers Officers belonging to it. [n 
the midſt of the Pzazza is a curi- 
ous Fountain with ſeveral fine Jet- 
toer, caſting out Water continually ; 
and betwixt it and the Demo, an 
excellent Statue in Braſs of Szxtus 
Quintus ſitting in Pontificalibus, 11 
the poſture of giving his Bleſling. 
At the entrance into the Church, 
over the Weſt-door, is this Inſcri- 
ption in Gold-Letters, on a black 
Marble-Stone,

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The. Demo 1s graceful, and in it, 
vnder the great Cupola is the Santa 
Caja, or Holy Houle, caſed with 
Marble, on which, in Baſs Relief 
arcrepreſented the Hiſtories of the 
Old and New Teſtament. Within, 
the Houſe ſeemed of Brick ; but 
ypon more particular examination, 
found it of little Stones in the 
torm of Brick , cemented toge- 
ther, and fome of a more irregular 
Figure. The Window through 
which the Angel Gabrie! came with 
the Annunciation , looks on the 
High Altar of the Church, the 
Tabernacle being placed againſt it; 
and it 1s caſed about with Silver. 
There are now 3 Doors into this 
Holy Houſe, made for the conve- 
niency af 'devout Perſons, and for 
the Prieſt's better coming to the 
Lamps behind the Altar. The Ho- 
iy Houle is of 'an oblong Form ; in 
it are conttantly burning above 20 
Lamps in great Veſſels of Gold or 
Silver, be{ides ſeveral Wax-Tapers. 
To tie Wall are fixed many large 

| ces 
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Pieces of Silver finely wrought , 
that have been Preſents to the Ma- 
dma, On the North-ſide, in a 
Cup-board of Silver, are kept the 
Diſhes that were found in this Ho- 
ly Houſe, when brought hither by 
the Angels; among them, 1s one, 
that ſeems to have been more uſed 
than the others; and therefore 
they fay, our Lord, the Bleſſed 
Virgin, and St. Joſeph uſed to cat 
together in it ; *tis now covered 
on the outſide with Silver , with 
this, From the fame Repoſitory. 
They alſo ſhew a piece of Wood 
with Stars painted on it , which 
they ſay, was part of the Cove- 
ring of the Holy Houſe ( ſince ta- 
ken down ) on both which ( as 
well as the Walls of this Houſe ) 
all Perſons rub their Beads and 
Medals. The Roof was taken down 
ſome years ſince by the Order of 
the Pope, as concelving it not able 
tobear the weight of thoſe many 
maſſive Lamps that were given to 


burn always in this Houſe, Be- 
- Es hind 
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hind the Altar (which is of Silver 
as are the Grates about it, and the 
little Doors that there open ) is the 
Image of the Virgin, in Cedar,with 
her Son in her Arms, wrought by 
S. Luke; their Faces look extreamly 
black, occaſioned by the Age of the 
Wood, &the conſtant burning of 
rake Lights, which even tarniſh 
the Silver. Theſe Images are drefsd 
im rich Veſtments of embroidered 
Silk, and when I faw them, had * 
20000 Pearls work'd in, and ſt 
down before with 3000 Diamonds 
in ſix Rows. On their Heads are 
two rich Royal Crowns beſet with 
Diamonds. Near the 1Zadona, ate 
two Angels; that on the right 
hand , is all of pure Gold, ona 
Pedeſtal of Silver, with an Heart 
2l{o of Gold in its Hand , cloſe 
{et with Pearls and Diamonds; 
the great Diamond in the middle, 
weighs 42 grains, and if it had 
not a little Flaw in it, that alone 
were worth 40000 Crowns. On 
tas Top of the Heart is a Lamp : 
Go 
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Gold always to burn; for the Q. of 
England, who gave this Angel, al- 
ſo gave 200 Crowns for her Lamp 
to burn for ever, which is the uſu- 
il Sum to found one. The Heart 
unſcrews in the middle, and was 
made hollow, hereafter to receive 
that of the Royal Preſenter. Be- 
twixt the Angel's Legs are the 
Arms of England, and over them 
a Crown of Gold beſet with Rubies. 
The Angel in Gold, without the 
Pedeſtal , weighs twelve Pounds. 
This Preſent was made at Rome, 
and brought hither by three Pre- 
lates, and preſented after a more 
florious manner than ever any. It 


| Was ſet the 2.24. of Ofob. 1687, in 


the Morning , in the Hall of tae 
Palace for an hour, that all Perſons, 
who pleaſed, might ſee it; after- 
wards was conducted by the Go- 
vernor, the aforenamed Prelates , 
the Biſhop, Canons , and others 
belonging to the Church, aſſilting 
m the Solemnity, and carrying it 
to this Place where it now 1s, the 
; ES great 
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great Guns diſcharging, and there 
appearing all poſſible Signs of Re- 
joycing. It coſt 50000 Crowns, 
The Virgin ſent the Queen in re- 
turn, one of her Veſts of Silk hand- 
ſomly embroidered, not very rich, 
nor valuable in it ſelf; but coming 
from thence, and having her Be- 
nediction, made it very accepts- 
ble. On the left hand, oppoſite 
to this Angel, is another of Silver, 
with a Heart of Gold ſtuck with 
Diamonds , the Gift of the late 
Dutcheſs of Modexa, the Queen 
Mother. Before theſe Images hang 
1x Gold Lamps, the biggeſt ot 
which was given by the Duke of 
Modena,whobrought it the laſt year 
himſelf,as he went to Rome ; it coſt 
T0000 Crowns, and he gave 200 
to keep it burning for ever. Of Sil 
ver, there are above as many more, 
all Gifts to the Lady. Theſe are 
the moſt remarkable in the Holy 
Houſe;to mention the reſt particu 
larly,were difficult, they being kung 
as thick together as can be, der 
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of great maſſive Silver, The Chim-

Twelve Apoſtles over it, the Side- 
Chapels in the Church, the Canc- 
py over the great Altar, ſupported 
by tour wreathed Pillars, all of Co- 
rinthian Braſs, taken by 7rban VIII, 
of the Family. of the Barberini, 
from the Doors of the Pantheon, 
which gave ſuch Diſcontent to the 
People, as occaſioned this Paſqui- 
nade, Quod x0a fecerunt Barbatl, 
fecit & ipſe Barberinus. The Pon- 
tifical Chair,within which is faid to 
be the very Chair of St. Pezer,ſup- 
ported by tour Fathers, S. Athan 
frus, S. Chryſoftom, S. Ambroſe, and 
S. Auguſtine, two of the Latin, and 
two of the Greek Church, who 

hold 
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hold their Hands to the Chair ; 
they are Coloſfſean Statues, and all 
of Corinthian Brafs ; the extraor- 
dinary fine Painting,and rich Gild- 
ing of this Church ; and laſtly, the 
wonderful Cxpola of the fame Di- 
menfions with the Pantheon, the 
great Ball over it, that will con- 
tain Thirty Perſons, are all ſo well 
deſcribed by Mr. Lafels, that I 
cannot add to what he has ſaid of 
them. The whole deſerves, as he 
ays, to be accounted the Eighth 
Wonder of the World, a molt ſtu- 
pendious piece of Architecture. In- 
deed there is one Statue in this 
Church, of which Laffels 1s whol- 
ly ſilent, though it ſeemed to me 
worthy obſervation. A little be- 
fore You turn out of the Body of 
the Church to the croſs-Iſle, is a 
Natue in Braſs of St. Peter fitting 
In his Chair, and: one Foot hanging 
little over the Pedeſtal. Hither 
People are conſtantly flocking, and 
having prayed before ( or to) the 
NMatue, kiſs the Foot, and put their

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Heads under it, 1n token of their 
Submiſſion to S. Peter and his Suc- 
cellors. This Statue is the fame 
Braſs as that of Jupiter Capitolmus, 
which ſtood in . the Times of. Pa- 
ganiſm in the Capitol, and 1s now 
new caſt into S. Peter's Figure. |] 
was aſſured there are Indulgences 
granted to ſuch as pay thoſe Re- 
ſpects to it before-mentioned, That 
which gave the firſt Hint to the 
erecting this Churchin ſuch a mag- 
nificent manner , 1s remarkable ; 

aut ['T, faying to the Cardinals, 
who were diſcourſing in commen- 
dation of rhe modern publick Build: 
ings in Rome, That for his part, 
he knew none that came near to 
the Pantheon of the old Romans; 
which being aſterwards accidental | 
ly told to Michael Anzelo i bum © 
Ruota { no leſs an Architect than 
Paintcr ) he deſpiſed the Pantheon, 
and faid, That was fuch a Building, 
he would undertake to ſet it 1n thc 
Air ; which was carried back t0 
tle Pope , who ſent tor lum, - 
aitet 
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after having conſidered what he 
propoſed, reſolved the Model tor 
this Baſilica. In the Old Church 
of St. Peter, now under this, are 
ſtill many Altars , where Prieſts 
daily fay Maſs. There are ſeveral 
Hiſtories in Baſſo Relievo, and the 
Tombs of divers Popes and Cardi- 
nals. In one little Chapel is a Pt- 
Qure of the Bleſſed Virgin, aſfirm- 
ed to have been formerly placed 
over the Doors of the O:1d Church, 
where Boys playing at Ball tugc- 
ther, one loſing often , began to 
mprecate, and ſwear, and in-great 
ndignation caſt his- Ball againſt 
the Wall, which hitting this Pi- 
ure o'er one of the Eyes, there 
dropp'd five Drops of Blood. The 
Stones whereon they fell are pres 
krved in this Chapel , infixed in 
the Wall, and covered with Grates, 
trough which Perſons rub their 
beads; by the frequency whereof, 
the Stones are much hollowed, and 
kem to have wore away the Tin- 
ture of Blood ; for I could not 
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perceive it, On £aſter-Mondy, 
the Capella Pontificia was held at 
S, Peter's. At the Yeſpers , and 
from the Sacri57res were exhibited

The Churchof S. Paul, the third The Church 


of the Seven, is a Mile our of Rome, 
built by Conſtantine the Great, over 
that place where S. Paul's Head 
was miraculouſly found. Here are 
tour handſome Rows of Pillars, go 
n ail, the Body wide, and no fide- 
Altars. Many Holy Relicks are 
here kept ; and on a little Altar, 
ſomething diſtant from the great 
one, is the miraclous Croſs that 
poke to S. Bridget.

A wft 
concourſe of People were. walking 
up and down the Streets of hott 
_ inſuch Numbers as is rareig 
Ttaly, receiving, great ſatistaQion 
from what they beheld, ſome chan- 
ting, and others falling frequent- 
ly on their Knees: before the Pi- 
Qtures they ſaw of this their Saint. 
Reflecting on this  Foppery and 
Superſtition, I could not . forbear 
thinking theſe Rejoicings were to- 
lerated, or rather encouraged, ((af- 
ter the Example of the Sports, Of 
of the Ancient Rowans,)} to amule 
and keep their People in Quiet, and 
trom running into Fattion and Se- 
dition, as well as keeping up a 
blind Zealand Superſtition ; which 
Notion communicating to.an opel 
and thinking &Xoman, that was not 
fond of them, he very much ap- 
provedit, as probable, and faid they 
werein this Reſpect only excuſable. 
A new Tabula Votiva was hung in 
che Church this Day, repreſenting 
a Zurk that was a little þefore,m 
racu- 
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raculouſly converted a- Chriſtian, 
He was taken by the Yenetians in 
the Morea, and with ſome others 
of his own Religion and Country 
ſent to Rome: His Maſter laboured 
all he could, both in his own Per- 
ſon, and by. others, to make him a 
Chriſtian ; yet he continued with 
great obſtinacy and Perverſeneſs 
to adhere to his Mahumetiſm, con- 
firming his Companions in it too, 
faying often to them, They had 
better die a Thouſand Deaths, than 
become Chriſtians. After other 
means had proved ineffeQtual, the 
Maſter takes this 7ark one Day to 
this Church, and deſires one of the 
Fathers to Diſcourſe him ; but his 
Arguments not prevailing, they 
perſuaded him to knee] down be- 
tore the Altar of S. Philip, recom- 
mending himſelt into the Hands of 
God, and Prote41on of that Saint ; 
aſter ſome reluctancy he conſented 
to do it,and found in himſeltat that 
inſtant, ſuch internal Impullſes to 
change his Mahumetiſm for Chri- 

| Stranity, 
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fianity, that he could not any lon 
gerreſiſt, but upon this immediater 
ly became a Chriſtian. 

Going out of Rome, by the Yiz 
Agneſe, I came to the Church of 
S. Agnes, very old and faid to be 
built by Conſtantius, ConfFantine's 
Son ; there is a deſcent into it by 
45 Steps ; the Canopy over the 
High Altar is held up by four fine 
Porphyry Pillars; the Convent ad- 
Joining was heretofore a Nunnery, 
but now inhabited by Canons Re- 
gular. On one fide of their Gar- 
den, and under an Hill, are the 
beſt Catacombs of Rome , digged 
out of an hard Earth, they had 
three Partitions one above another, 
and went ſeveral Miles under 
ground ; the Earth is now indeed 
coped in many places, and from 
what is to be ſeen can be made on- 
iy a Conjecture what was: As I 
walk'd in them I obſerved ſeveral 
Niches in the Wall, ſome larger, 
and others leſs, generally five one 


above another, where they = 
the 
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the Dead Bodies ; and it appears 
from what remains, that a Bod 
being laid in one of theſe Cells, it 
was immediately ſtopp'd up, fo no 
noifome ſmells from their corrupti- 
on could oftend thoſe that had qc» 
calion to go into the Catacombs:

Pace 1s little, but neat, the Pillars 
and Walls caſed with Marble, an 
handſome Cypola, and good Altar- 
pieces: The building it, as it is, 
was miraculous ; a Church {ſtood 
where it is, dedicated to S. Andra 
degli Aquarenatii, overo Peſcatori, 
In the Front was an Image of the 
Virgin holding her Son in her 
Arms, and here the young People 
uſed to Game, and one loſing 
much, began to throw about him, 
in an outrageous manner, and call 
Stones againſt this Pifture, from 
whence iſſued Blood ; and the 
marks are ſtill to be ſeen on one of 
the Cheeks, the Chin, Neck, and 
Breaſt. This happening in the 
Pontiticate of S7xtus IV. and at a 
time when all Zraly was involved 
in Wars, he required a Proceſſion 
here; and Interceſſions to be made 
to this Madonna; vowing a Church 
in this place to the Madonna, if ſhe 
would grant Peace among the 
Chriſtian Princes, and being ons 
TY 4 


he built this;and named it S. Maria 
della Pace, endowed it with Canons 
Regular, to whom he granted 
great Priviledges, and a Plenary 
Indulgence all the Saturdays ofthe 
year, and from the middle of Lent 
every day till Wedneſday in Eaſter- 
Week, during which Time the 
Image is uncovered. 
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In the Corſo is S. Maria in via . Maria in via 
lata, where S. Paul's Houſe ſtood ** 


when he came firſt to Rome, and 
Is now under it, but this City has 
been ſo often ſack*d,and has ſuffered 
ſo much from the Sackers, as well 
as from Time, that the Houſe is 
ſunk fo low, it ſeems rather a Cel- 
lar than to have been a Dwelling- 
houſe. Here, the Inſcription within 
informs S. Lske wrote his Goſpel, 
and made his Pictures of the Vir- 
gin, one whereof in the year 1283. 
by accident falling into a Well near 
the Stable of the Palace on the o- 
ther ſide the Street, then belong- 
Ing to Cardinal Pietro Carpocct,

was full ; and the Grooms waked, 
the Horſes ſwimming 1n it, whe 
going to ſee what was the matter, 

beheld the Picture floating on the 
top oftheWater,whereof the Card;- 
nal being adviſed,he came and with 
great Reverence, took 1t up,and car- 
ried it into his Palace. This being in 
the Pontificate of /nocent thelV, 
he commanded the building this 
Church where is this Well, which 
is viſited with great Devotion, and 
the Piture, now ſet up 1n the 
Church, held in great Veneration, 
and is uncovered from the middle 
of Lent to the Octave of Eaſter, 
during which time Gregory Xlll, 
has granted an Indulgence ; and 
the following Inſcription 1s on 4q 
Marble Stone.

The Pazzore/lo, or the Hoſpital 
for Fools or Madman, (the 7talian 
Language expreſſing both by the 
ſame Word,) has two handſome 
Courts, and divers Apartments ſof 
Men or Women ; but not in ſo re- 
gular an Order as thoſe in Fedlam: 
{n moſt of the Chambers are three 
Beds, and they that are much di- 
ſtempered be chained by thei 
Necks to a Ring, faſtened oy 
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Wall. It is obſerved that Fools 
are more rare and melancholly 
Mad-men, than in our colder 
Climes, but raving Mad-men more 


frequerit. 


Before I leave this Head of their 
Churches and Religion, I will add 
ſomething of the Religious Cere- 
monies I was preſent at. in Rome.

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The Feaſt of Corpus Domini bes

S. Peter, in the Afternoon was a 
Cavalcade from the Spaniſh Ambal- 
fador's Palace to Monte-Cawallo, by 
Spaniards, and thoſe of that Fa- 
ion, attending the Gennet and 
Purſe of Gold that were preſented 
by the D. of S. Pietro ( Ambaſla- 
dor Extraordinary for that Occa- 
ſion ) to the Pope, being the Ring 
of Spain's annual Tribute or Ac- 
knowledgment for the Kingdom of 
Naples.

The Caſtle of S. Angelo was for- 
merly known by the Name of Hz 
driani Moles, becauſe the Aſhes of 
Adrian the Emperor were here 
kept; it is atthis day the ſtrongeſt, 
and beſt fortified placein Rome, the 
Treafure of the Church is kept in 
it, and from the Yatzican hither is 
built a long Gallery on Arches, 
and covered on the top, for his Ho- 
lineſs to retire to this Caſtle, in 
caſe any CivilCommotions threaten 
his Quiet at the Yatican. This is 
alſo the Priſon of State, whither 
the more eminent Criminals are 
committed. By a particular Lt 
cenſe from Cardinal Cibo, I got 
leave to ſee Dr. Burrhi, (a Priſoner 
here;) He is a}Mzaneſe by Birth, 
and now 1n years, one that has 
applied himſelf to Phyſick and 
Chymiſtry, and has been very ſor- 
tunate in his Practice of them. He 
was condemned to die by the In- 
quifition for theſe Doctrines: That 
the Bleſſed Virgin was God equal 
with her Son; and that the Holy 
= Spirit 
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Spirit was incarnate in her, as the 
Eternal Word in the Son. That 
the three Perfons in the Trinity 
were the Firſt, Second, and Third 
Heaven. That the Son was from 
Eternity diſſatisfied with his Father, 
for that he had not made him equal 
with bim. That the conſecrated 
Hoſtia has in it as well the Body o 
the Mother as the Son ; and that by 
gathering the Crumbs, and putting 
them together in the Cup, was typi- 
fed the Union betwixt the Son and 
Mother. Theſe Opinions, how ri- 
diculous and abſurd foever they 
may appear, wanted not Followers 
both in /taly and Germany ; he dif- 
courſing plauſibly, and performing 
by virtue of his Chymiſtry, Things 
out of the common Road. He 
boaſts of curing many that were 
left by #heir Phyſicians ; that in 
Denmark he made an Houſe remove 
out of its place, before the King, 
without any viſible help; and made 
2 Statue *to walk and move Arms, 
Legs, and Body, which laſt he told 

me 
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me was done chiefly by Mercury, 
But his Dodtrines ſcan y 
ſpreading, the ZZoly Office had their 
Spies abroad to take him, and re 
ſiding in the Court of Germery, by 
reaſon of an extraordinary Cure 
he had wrought on the Empreſs, 
was ſent for thither, and delivered 
to thoſe Harpyes, the Empreſs on- 
ly gaining this for ;him, that hs 
uld not ſuffer Death ; fo he isa 
perpetual Priſoner; and ſhe in gra- 
titude for his Services to her, has 
ſetled on him a Competency for 
Life for his Maintenance. He 
ſhewed me ſeveral his Chymical 
Preparations of Salts and Spirits ; 
and diſcourſed much in commenda- 
tion of Mr. Boyle, whoſe Experi- 
mental Philoſophy he approved. 
He told me, thatany Salt extracted 
from a Plant put intoa Glaſs, would 
in time fx it {elf to the fides ofthat 
Glaſs, in reſemblance of the Plant 
from whence extradted, and ſhewd 
me the Experiment. I had not 
time to inform my flf much _ 
im, 
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him, no Company being permit- 
ted to ftay longer with him, than 
for three Quarters of an Hour. 
He has ſome knowledge in Paint- 
ing, and has wrought at it him- 
ſelf. He has an extraordinary good 
Picture of Doxna Olympia, by Gui- 
do Rhenz. He has always ſome Men 
that he employs at Work, they 
were ſmoothing Marble-Stones, one 
of which, of Granito Orzextale, he 
valued at xo000 Crowns.

The Piazza 4; Navona, where 
every Wedneſday the publick Mar- 
ket is kept, is of an oblong Form, 
appears very great, with the Wa- 
ter-works and Gug/ia in the middle 
and fine Churches, Palaces, and 0 
ther handſome Buildings that a:

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Afﬀter the Ancient Buildings in 
Rome, the Modern may be allowed 


' Place; which, however ſhort they 


come of them, do certainly equal, 
if not exceed any others now in 
the World. Of theſe, Iſhall begin 
with the Pope's Palaces, the Yati- 
canand Monte-Cavallo, and forthe 
reſt, I ſhall proceed in the Order 
in which I ſaw them. 

In the Patican-Palace, ison Ar- 
fenal with Arms for 20000 Horſk;, 
and 40000 Foot, From it, paſling 
through the Belvedere (a vaſt long 
Gallery) I went into the Yaticar 
Library. Over the Door are thele 
Words, Szxti P. P.V. Bibliotheca 
Paticana ; it 1s very wide, andin 
the Form of a T ; but that the ups 
per part is not proportionable to 
the other; it is all well painted, 
though by ſeveral hands ; whereof 
this Account is given; the Pope 
demanding of 4. Angelo, in what 
time he could paint it, was an: 
ſwered, That with his own hand 
he could not do it in leſs than an 
hundred 
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hundred years, but with an hun- 
dred hands in one year; which was 
for diſpatch , ordered , and com- 
paſſed within the time. On ons 
fide, in Freſcoare all the General 
Councils ; on the other,the princi- 
pal ancient Libraries of the World ; 
and on the Range of Pillars that go 
up the middle, the Inventers of 
Letters. All Books and Manu- 
ſcripts are kept in Boxes ; ſo their 
Number cannot be ſo well judged, 
2s 1n others. The croſs-Walk 1s 
350 paces, whereof at one end, for 
go paces, are only Deſigns in Ar- 
chiteQture ; the reſt contains Books 
and Manuſcripts : In the whole, 
there are ſaid to be 25000. Manu- 
icripts, and 15000 Printed Books, 
Here IT. ſaw #7. Villzh's Letters to 
Anne Buller, that are kept as a 
Treaſure, and preferved as a Blot 
on our Reformation ; - they are ſome 
in Engliſh, others in French, and 
very affectionately writ. His An- 
wer to M. Luther's Book of the {c- 
ren Sacraments. Fhe ancientelt 
R Mannſcript 
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Manuſcript of the Bible is a Septua- 
Lint. The Library-keeper parti- 
cularly ſhewed me 47. Zuther's 
Tranſlation of the Bible in the Ger- 
man Language, and his Prayer at 
the latter end ; which, as he inter- 
preted to me, contained a Petition 
for many Wives, but few Chil- 
dren ; all writ, as he pretended, 
in his own Hand, Here is the Me- 
naſticon Anglicanum. Out of the 
Library, I went intothe Palace; in 
which with'the Garrets and Cellars 
are reckoned 12522 Apartments, 
whereof, five or ſix Thouſand ha- 
bitable todging Rooms. There are 
22, Courts, the Buildings irregular, 
and ſome of the Courts little, but 
high. In the Corzile of the Belve- 
dere, axe theſe ancient Statues ſet 
in Niches, an Apollo, Laocoon, Ve- 
ws and Cupid, a Venus, Arltinous, 
and ZZercules, and over them, are 
the Heads of the Oracles taken out 
of the Pantheon. In the middle of 
the Court are Repreſentations of 
Teber and Nilus,, and a broken 
Ir wok 
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Trunk of ZHercales, called M. 41- 
gelo's School ; he profeiling to have 
learn'd more from that than any 
thing he had ever ſeen. In the 
little Garden of the Belvedere, are 
fine Water-works, and a Ship in 
the Fountain, which gives a Broad- 
fide, and diſcharges with Water. 
In the great Garden are more Guzo- 
<i d Acqua, and many Orange- 
Trees. Going hence again into 
the Palace, is a' large Pine-Apple 
in Braſs, in which were repoſed 
the Aſhes of Adriaz in the Moles 
Adriani, In the Palace is a very 
fine Yiſto., through Gregory the 
XlII:z4's Gallery, where are paint- 
edon the Walls Maps of the ſeveral 
Provinces and chiet Cities in 7raly. 

Sixtus the V7rh's Chapel was paint- 
ed by M. Angelo 'sMaſter, and'2r- 
ban the VIIIzh's by Pietro di Cor- 
toxa. The whole Palace, iniſhort, 

abounds with excellent Paintings, 
among which, the Value rhat is 
had for RaphaePs.

ſtament, and the three Charnbers 
he painted, Is plain from the great 
Reſort of Painters, always copying 
from them. 

In the Palace of Monte-Cavallo 
the preſent Pope Z1nocexr XI. gene- 
rally lives, being a better Air than 
the Vatican. The Rooms of Au- 
dience are very handſome, and the 
Gallery pleaſant. * In the Garden 
is an Aviary of: Doves, many O- 
range and Limon+Trees, and whole 
Hedges of Mirtle. The Guzochi 
d Acqua are very delighting, eſpe- 
cially the Organ that plays a Tune 
by the Water. The Stables here 
are great ; but this Pope goes fo 
little out of his Chamber, they are 
meanly filled, only four or ftve Spa 
wiſh Gennets, and ſome few Horles 
and Mules. 

The Palace of Pr. Pamphylio is 
Noble great Building, and in it ma- 
ny choice Pictures. 

The Palace of the Conteftabile di 
Colonna 1s very large, and well tu- 


ted with variety of good Pictures. 
The

Temporal Prince in the Republick 
of Szena, as well as Spiritual here, 
has a ſtately Hall ; through which 
[ went on the leſr hand into eight 
Rooms, all high and large, with 
rich Hangings, and Crimſon-Vel- 
vet Chairs ; on the other fide, an- 
ſwering to them, are others, with 
many rare Pictures, and in the A- 
partments below , as good Sta- 
tues. 

The Palace of the Prince Bor- 
gheſe, built by PaulV. the Head 
of this Family, is one of the Nobleſt 
in Rome. On the firſt Floor is a 
lweet Yi/to through thirteen ſeye- 
ral Rooms, terminated by a War 
ter-work always playing. Paul V.

Here is the 
farnous Crucifixion of M. Angelo, 
concerning which this Account 
is given and credited. FJalius 
the II. commanded him to draw 
a Crucifixion as natural as was 
poſſible; ſo he tied a Man to a 
Croſs, and went to work; but not 
being ſufficiently fatisfied with the 
Light it gave him, he nailed his 
Hands and Feet to the Croſs, and 
pierced his Side, really crucitying 
him.

| The Palace of the Cardinal and 
Prince Alrieri 1s a ſtately Build- 
ing, inhabited by two Brothers , 
Nephews to the laſt Pope (Clement 
X.) It is faid to have coſt a Milli- 
on of Crowns building, ſand as ,ma- 
ny turniſhing. At the Entrance in- 
to-the Palace, going up theStairs, 
is a Coloſſean Statue of an Zedias 
King, in the Habit of his Coun: 
rry. In the Princes Apartments, 
are a large Table of Laprs Lazul!, 
a Room painted Grotto-wiſe, that 
colt 3500 Crowns, a little Looking- 
Glaſs, eſtimated at 20000 Piſtols, 
the Frame and Back of pure Gold, 
weighs fourteen Pound, and is be-

to the Duke of Parma, being lent 
to the French Embaſſdor , the 
Marqueſs de Lauardine, then reſi- 
ding in Rome, was not to be 
ſeen in the Chambers.

Niche over them. Above is the 
Hall for Muſick, and the Rooms 
of State, which are adorned with 
many excellent Pictures, moſt done 
by Paolo Veroneſe, Michael, Ra- 
phael, Corregio, and Titian. The 
Queen's Library conſiſts of three 
handſome Chambers, and a large 
Collection of Books in moſt Siences, 
and in the Learned Languages, be- 
ſides many in the Modern, which 
the underſtands beyond what may 
be expected either from her Sex or 
Quality. I had the Honour to be 
admitted to an Audience by her, 
as moſt Travellers are, whom ſhe 
receives very courteouſly. 

The Palace of the Duke of Par- 
ma in the Lungara, where his Re- 
ſident lives, is incomparably well 
painted by R. @rbin in Freſco. In 
the Garden are the largeſt and beſt

After the Palaces of Rome the 
Pilla's deferve a place, which have 
been made at an incredible Ex- 
perice, and though many of them 
are ill kept, yet mult be allowed, 
even under thoſe diſadvantages, to 
be greatin their Deſigns, as well as 
pleaſant and refreſhing in the hot- 
teſt Seaſons, I will begin with the

Villa Borgheſe The Ya Borgheſe, a little di- 
ſtance trom the . Porta del Popolo, 
is a large Garden, about three Miles 
in compals; the Houſe in the mid- 
dle is very handſome, and on the 
outſide are fet-into the Wall many 
rFocd Baſſo Relievos, and within 
tome valuable Paintings, but et- 

ter 
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ter Statues. Hereare many Foun- 
tains and Jetto's of: Water, and a 
multitude of ſweet Walks, with 
what- elſe can render fuch ja place 
pleaſant: Joyning to it is a Park, 
no great compaſs of ground, nor 
maintaining many-Deer, they be- 
ing kept merely out. of Grandeur, 
the /talians having not that regard 
for Veniſon as we have. 

The Yila of Cardinal' Chigj VillaCligi 
has a'pretty Garden- Houſe, and | 
great Plenty of Guiochi a Acqiza, 

The Villa Montalto, made by Villa Montal- 
Sixtus V. now belonging to a © 
Grandee of Spain. There are ſome 
excellent. Pictures and Statues in 
the Houſe, and. many more ſold 
away. to the French King. The 
Walks are wide and long, and have 
abundance of Water-works, 

The: Villa Ludovifia is three Villa Luda- 
Miles in compaſs, in it are a vaſt 
number of Statues, and variety of 
Walks, very ill kept, the Prince 
being poor, of whom this is wor- 
thy notice, that though he has

fold two or three great Palaces, and 
a good Eſtate in Land, yet can- 
not be tempted by the French 
King's harge Offers to part with his 
Statues, This Family was raiſed 
by Gregory XV. In a little Houſe 
in the nuddle of the Garden, is 2 
rich Bed-ſted, infaid with precious 
Stones, valued at x00000-Crowns, 
and a petrefied Man. 

The YVilla Mattea is fituate on 
the Moxre Ce1lio. In the Houſe are 
many Statues, and in the Garden 
Gniochi d' Acqua. 

The Yilla Pamphylia 1s very 
large, and abounds with ſweet 
Walks and Water-Works. The 
Houſe in it, is on the outfide 
almoſt covered over with old 
Baſſo Relievos, found in divers 
places, and there fixed ; and with- 
in are many good Statues and Pi- 
Ctures, as Sexeca's Statue found un»

In this City the Fews are ſo nu- The Jews. 


merous, they have a Synagogue, 
and a part of the City aſſigned for 
them to inhabit ; they are lock'd 
up every Night, and at liberty the 
vext Morning ; only at Eaſter they 
are lock'd up from Thurſday Night 
in the Holy Week;till Monday Mor- 
ning, that they may neither deride 
nor affront the Solemn Worſhip of 
the Chriſtians during that time, 
Their Synagogue is ſlovenly, and 
their Worſhip appears urreverent. 
Ifaw two Circumcifions, and hear- 
tily pitied the poor Children, who 
ſeemed very uneaſily to bear the 
feverity of the Inſtitution ; during 
theperformance of itthe Fews made 
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an howling chanting noiſe to 
drown the crys of the Children, 
Before I conclude my Remarks 
with ſome Account of the Civil 
Government, I cannot forbear ma- 
king ſome mention here of the 
Madona on the Bridge of the Ponte 
Ponte Molo, Holo, with a Lamp always burn- 
ing before it, many Yoto's hanging 
by, and this Inſcription :

The 
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The Government and Laws of 
Rome are not eaſily underſtood. A 
Cardinal 1s always Governour of 
Rome, (he is for the moſt part the 
Pope's Nephew.) It is at preſent 
the Cardinal Spnola, a Genoeſe, and 
lives in the Palace called the Go- 
vernour's Palace. He gives an Ac- 
count twice a Week ( Wedneſday 
and Saturday ) of his Adminiltra- 
tion, and what cccurs in his Go- 
vernment, receiving Orders and 
Diretzons how to proceed upon all 
Emergencies. He has ſeveral Judges 
under him, both Civil and Crimi- 
nal, beſides inferiour Officers a(- 
fiſting in diſcharge of this Trult, 
At the. Campideglio lives one with 
the Title of firſt Senator of Rome ; 
he 1s generally a Foreigner and 
DoRXor of the Laws, impowered 
by the Pope's Breve, and ' conti- 
nues during pleaſure, giving ant 
Account of his Goyernment week- 
ly to the Pope and Governour of 
Rome, The Government both Ci- 
vl and Criminal is in a great mea- 
S 13 ſure, 
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ſure, depending on the Pope's Will, 
who Puniſhes, Pardons, and lays 
Taxes as he ſees good, without 
conſulting others, and often with- 
out Precedent. As the Laws are 
uncertain and ambulatory, ſo are 
the Puniſhments; the moſt com- 
mon is hanging. When a Crime 
15 attended with unuſual Circam» 
ſtances of Barbarity they uſe the 
Martello; the Malefaor is then 
carried to the Place of Execution, 
(generally the Piazza before the 
Ponte S. Angelo,) where, while he 
is on his Knees, the Executioner 
behi im with his Martel (or 
Hammer) ftrikes him over the 
Temples, and knocks him on one 
fide; he follows his blow, and al- 
molt at the fame inſtant cuts his 
Throat, and rips open his Belly, 
taking out his Entrails, and then 
Beheads and Quarters him. I acci- 
dentally faw an Execution of this 
kind, It was cruel and terrifying to 
the Spectators, but I cannot be- 
lieve very tormenting to the Ma- 
lefactor; 
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kefaRtor ; the firſt blow ſo ſtunn'd 
him, I cannot think he felt any 
thing afterwards. T was furprized 
to ſee the People throw up their 
Handkerchiefs on the Scaffold, and 
theExecutioner, aſter dipping them 
in the Malefator's Blood, return 
them again ; but was told it was 
out of a Superſtitious Opinion, that 
their Handkerchiets were after- 
wards Preſervatives againſt Diſcaſcs 
and Evil Spirits, and often cured 
Diſtempers. Beheading is with an 
Engine, the Axe tyed, which, when 
the Cord is cut falls down with 
that force, it never fails to ſever 
the Head from the Body. Lefler 
Crimes are frequently puniſhed by 
the Srrappado, it is hanging the Cri- 
minals by the Arms drawn back- 
ward, and being ſo bound, they 
are drawn up on high, and let 
down again with a violent ſwing, 
which (if uſed with rigour) un- 
joints their Back and Arms. One 
ſevere inſtance was given me of 
this fort of Puniſhment, there be- 
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ing one of the laſt Carnavals a great 
{top of Coaches in the Corſo, ſome 
backing forced thoſe behind them 
to do ſo too, and a Coachman back- 
ing troke the Pole of Don Livio 
(the Pope's Nephew's) Ceach, and 
tor that the Governourordered him 
the S:rappado three ſeveral times, 
which fo diflocated his Joints, ke 
continues maim, and is like to do 
lo as long as he lives. They boaſt 
not a Jittle, thongh I think with 
very little reaſon, of the Roman 
Juſtice, which puts no Man to 
Death but upon his own Confeſſion, 
whereby it is Ex ore tuo te judico: 
For Jet the Evidence be never fo 
plain and convicting, every. one 15 
© put to Torture till he confeſſes, ſit- 
ting naked on a ſharp Horſe, with 
a {harp iron on the middle of his 
Back that runs up into the Rider's 
Body, for twelve Hours, unleſs 
ſooner relieved by Confeſlion ; a 
Torture fo exquiſite, that it cannot 
d:\tinguiſh the Nocent and Inno- 
cent; tor ther2 is no doubt but 
many 


many Innocent will rather confeſs 
themſelves guilty of Crimes they 
never committed, than undergo 
ſo accute and long a Torment, 
Death being queſtionleſs more ea- 
fe and to be preferred. The Im- 
poſitions are ſo heavy, and the en- 
cour2gement of Trade fo little, in 
this Pontificate, that 'tis ſaid, by a 
moderate compuration, at leaſt 59 
or 60000 Souls, have left Rome, 
and ſettled ' themſelves in Naples, 
and other Places. The many va- 
cant Caps, and want of encourage» 
ment to Princes to viſit Rome, and 
the conteſt about the Embaſlador's 
franchiſes, which prevents the Pub- 
lick Refidence of any,have incredi- 
bly leſſened the Expences, and con- 
ſequently impoveriſhed the City. 
Towhich the ſending away Money 
in Specie, to aſliſt the Chriſtians 
wainſt the 7urks, has been no 
[mall Addition. Thoſe that ſenſt- 
bly feel theſe Hardſhips and Difft- 
culties cannot forbear complaining, 
lothe Romans generally ſpeak diſre- 
ſpetiully 
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ſpetfully of this Pope, and his Go- 
vernment. I remember one told 
me, there were four great Tyrants 
in the World, the 7ark, the French 
King, the Duke of Florence, and 
the Pope, the laſt worlt ofall. Some 
others, 'tis confeſſed, are poſſeſſed 
with ſuch an Opinionof his Sandti- 
ty, that notwithſtanding all the 
Oppreſſions they labour under, 
name him with great Veneration. 
I ſhall never forget one, that upon 
the News of the Birth of the Prince 
of Wales, fell out intoa Rapture on 
the Pope, calling him, O buox' Pa 
pa, O Santo Papa, O benedetto Py 
pa, &c. and told me he had that 
Power with God Almighty, he ne- 
ver was denied any thing. Here- 
counted, that when he began his 
Reign all the Chriſtian Princes were 
in War, his firſt Command was 
tor a Proceſſion, and Prayers to be 
made for their Union, which ſuc- 
ceeded. He afterwards prayed for 
the relief of Yienna, the taking 
Buda, Alba-Regalis, &c. all which

came to paſs. He prayed that the 
D. of 7ork might out-live his Bro- 
ther, and be King of Exg/and, which 
happened accordingly. And ſince 
has prayed that God would pive 
him a Son, which is granted too; 
nay, fays he, his Holineſs is fo pre- 
valent with God, Che tenga 1ddio 
per i| Naſo, That he holds God by 
the Noſe; a very familiar Expreſ- 
flon, and imports an high over- 
ruling Power. What the Pope's 
Sanity is, I cannot tell, moſt a- 
gree him to be a Man of no Learn- 
ing, and in other reſpects confirm 
that compendious CharaCter Dr. 
Burnet has given of him. That he 


s a Man of a great ſlowneſs of 


Underſtanding, with a particular 
ſtiffneſs of Temper, and an inſatia- 
tle Defire of heaping up Riches.

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Cardinal Howard did me the 
Honour to invite me, with other 
Engliſh Gentlemen, then in Rome, 

_ Gen-to Caſtello Gondolfo, one of the 
Pope's Palaces, about twelve Miles 
from Rome, part whereof by the 
permiſſion of the Pope he furniſhed, 
and had the Liberty to reſide there 
when-ever he pleaſed. The Palace 
was built by Alexander VII. It is 
large, and Rooms ſufficient for the 
reception of a Court , it ſtands 
ſweetly on an Hill, and in the 
beſt Air of the Campania di Roma, 
and in a plentiful Country. The 
Gardens are neat and handſome. 
The Lacus Albanus lies before it 
in proſpect, and ſeems near, though 
by reaſon of the great declivity of 
the Hill, it is a conſiderable diſtance 
from it. The Lake is 8900 Paces 
in compaſs, and from the highelt 
Banks to the Water 485 Feet, in 
the loweſt 292, on the declenſion 
of the Hill is an Hermetage much 
frequented by Foreigners, a Mona 
ſtery of Capuchins, the molt de- 
= lightful 
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lightful Situation to be ſeen, which 
the Induſtry of the Fathers has alſo 
made more pleaſant, by Improve- 
" & ments, with Walks of Trees and 
" | green Hedges. Another Monaſtery 
" | of Fraxciſcans 1s near to this, as 
' & alſo the: Palace of Cardinal Barke- 
rini, where are pleaſant Gardens, 
large Caves in the Rocks, going a 
great way under ground; and by 
the Walls, on one fide the Garden, 
are Ruines. of ancient Baths, as is 
gueſſed from ſo much as remains, 
though Tradition giyes no certain 
Account by whom or when builr, 
no more than of thoſe others in the 
Rocks by the Lake, believed to be 
of Tarqguinius Superbus On the 
other ſide, the Garden is a Walk 
paved with Brick, and with Rail 
and Balaſter, underneath is a long 
Building, the Walls plainly ſeen, 
which have been covered with Me- 
ſaick Work. What uſe this was put 
to, is not known; many are of O- 
pinion here were Baths too, and 
that in this the Old Romans _ 
their

The Lacaus Albanus abounds with

They have a new way of preparing

Conſiderations occaſion 
no little -reſort of Germans and 
Flemings, as alſo the Language, 
generally thought to be ſpoke in as 
great Perfection here, as any part 
of 7taly, though: like the Roman 
better, their Pronunciation being 
leſs guttural. | ® 

This State (notwithſtanding the 
Union now with Florexce) conti- 
nues its Antipathy_ to it, and is 
well diſpoſed for a Revolt if ſhe 
could have Aſſiſtance. The Duke 
of Florence has built a Fort a little 
out of the City, where is a Garri- 
ſon of 120 Soldiers, and that keeps 
the Citizens in ſome awe. This 
City_is built on ſeveral Hills, and 
the variety whereof, and the Vales, 
make it. the more pleaſant in Sum- 
mer, and freſher. 

The Buildings are generally 
high, and many good Houſes, but 
the People not very rgumerous. 

of The 
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The Streets are paved with Brick, 
with the edge ſides upwards. The 
Piazza di Mercato is large, and in 
it handſome Palaces for thg Magi- 
ſtrates, with Apartments for the 
Clerks and Miniſters of Juſtice; 
and behind them a good Theatre: 
Round the other Piazza by the 
Domo are the Palaces of the Gover- 
nor, .the Cardinal 4i Medici (the 
Duke's Brother) the Biſhop, and 
a great Hoſpital. The Dome is of 
Marble both within and without. 
Here is a ſide-Chapel founded by 
Pius IL. (a Native of Sienna, and of | 
the Family of Piccolomizi,) where 
is preſerved an Arm of S. Fobu Bap- 
tiff, as appears by the following In-

The heat: of the-Weather made 
travelling in the Night moſt def 
rable; and we choſe it between 
Sienna and Florence, | took Ca-

leche in the Evening before Sun- 
ſet, and was the next Morning at 
Florence (thirty ſeven Miles) by 
the opening the Gates. | Indeed by 
this means I could fee little of the 
Country, ſo: was only ſenſible the 
Road was Stony, and much upon 
Aſcents and Deſcents. | 


Though Florexce is a very Glo- 
rious City, and many thivgs in it 
both - ſurprizing . and, delightful to 
a curious Obſerver ; yet Mr. Laſ- 
els is ſo particular inrelating them, 
that there / little remains tor any 
one to gather that comes after him; 
but there are. ſome things either 
eſcaped his exactneſs, or have bap- 
pened ſince his writing, 


Florence lies in a flat Vale en- 
compaſſed on every - ſide . with 
Mountains, which intercepting 
-the freſh Breezes, render it in the 
Summer extraordinary hot. The 
City is in compaſs ſeven /talian 
Miles, and contains according to 

| commay 
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common computation 60000Fouls, 
there were 80 or 90900 1n the 
Reign of the laſt Duke; but the 
preſent Duke giving no encourage» 
ment 'to Trade, becauſe of his Res» 
tiredneſs and Devotions, (to which 
he ſeems wholly given) has 'leb 
kned the Number of Inhabitants; 
and the Engliſh not buying ſuch 
quantities of Silks (their greateſt 
Manufacture) as they uſed to do, 
being otherways provided, has not 
a little alſo contributed to it. The 
Duke moſt Evenings viſits . thoſe 
Churches where :the greateſt De- 
votion 1s attradted by the Relicks. 
He will not bear with the Viſits

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'To the Walls ofthe Bapziſtery 
in Florence, are fixed two pregr 
Porphyry Pillars, that are indeed 
broke, but the ſeveral Pieces bound 
together ; they were brought from 
Piſa, when that Republick came 
firſt under the.

in /taly. A fine Marble Chapel is 
built tor it, and ;:many Wonders 
wrought here ; to which the vaſt 
number of Yoto's that hang near 
it, and in the Cortile before the 
Church-door , give ample Teſtt- 
mony. The Picture is rarely un- 
covered and ſhewn , being kept 
under three Keys, one in polleſſion 
of the Fathers of the Church, ano- 
ther with the Archbiſhop of F/- 


rence, 
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rence, and the third with the 


Great Dake. | 

The Chapel of S. Lorenzo, de- 
ſigned for a Burying-Place for the 
Great Dukes of Florence, after 84 
years work, and the conſtant 'F 
bour of 60 Men, is not half firtſh- 
ed. The Stone intended for the 
Altar, is Jaſper of Barza, near Luc- 
ca, and the ſawing it, was the con- 
ſtant Employment of Three Men 
for five Years. From this, the 
reſt may be gueſſed at, and the 
flow Progreſs the leſs admired. 
The out-Wall is twenty eight Foot 
thick. 

The Bibliotheca Laurentiana 
here, built by Pope Clement VII. 
contains by Reputation 4000 
MISS. 

In the Church of the Madona 
del Carmine is a neat Chapel, all 
of Marble ; the C»po/a painted by 
Luca Giordano, where is a very 


groſs Repreſentation of the 7rinity; 
the Chapel is dedicated to the Me- 


mory of S. 4ndrea Cortini, _ 
0 
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of Freſole, whoſe Body lies in it. 
Over a ſide Altar is in A/to Re» 
lievo and White Marble, his ap- 
pearing in his Epiſcopal Habit, and 
with a drawn Sword, diſcomfiting 
the Mzaneſe -Forces that lay en- 
camped before Florence ; the laſt 
Defeat the Florentines gave them. 
The like Superſtition obtains 
here, as in other Parts of 7taly, as 
zppears from the Yotos in the 
Churches, and many Figures in 
Wax of the Sepulchre, as well as 
of Chriſt in the Manger, In many 
Churches are Pictures of the 7rz- 
rity, and in the Domo at the High 
Altar, is God the Father (an Old 
Man) fitting and looking on -the 
Famous dead Chriſt made by Ban- 
dinel/i, both in white Marble. 
Religious Houſes are very nu- 
merous, no leſs than 32 of Men, 
and 52 of Women,in ſome of which 
are 2 Or 300 a-picce; in the Nug- 
nery of the Convertztes ſeldom leſs 
than 300 Penitent Whores, and 
the Nuns in 7orexce are reckoned 
40009.

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4000. This is a cheap way of pro-

This is the Capital City ofa Re- 
publick, once very potent, but now 
Subject to Florexce, and is look'd 
upon with ſuch a jealous Eye by 
her, for fear of a Revolt, that ſhe 
is treated with great Auſterity. It is 
a very ſweet City, three Miles in 
compaſls, and contains 14 or 15000 
Souls. 

The Domo is a ſtately Fabrick 
all of Marble. Art one of the Al- 
tars in- the Croſs-Ife are Three Sta- 
tues, repreſenting God the Father, 
rhe Son, and the Virgin Mary : the 
Father and Son hold a Crown over 
her Head, and the Holy Ghoſt in 
the ſimilitude of a Dove joins with 
them in the Ad, whereby ſhe is 
made, in the Language of the Rc- 
an Breviaries, Regina Cel. In this 
Churchare two miraculous Madon- 
214"s,0ne a Picture, the other a Sta- 
tue. The 
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The bending Campanile, or To- 
wer, 1s certainly a Wonder in Ar 
chiteCture. 

The Campo Santo, 15 their celez 
brated Burying-place, faid to be for 
length, breadth, and heighth of the 
ſame Dimenſions with Noah's Ark. 
There are handſome Cloiſters round 
with Marble Pillars, and within 
them much Painting in Freſco, and 
private Vaults for particular Fami- 
lies ; but the Terra Sazxta is in the, 
middle, and nothing built over i. 
Here many devout Perſons covet to 
be byried, and the Earth has this 
Quality that it conſumes the Be- 
dies in twenty four Hours. The 
Earth was brought by Merchants 
from the ZZoly Land, as Ballaſt fog 
their Ships. With it came a Marble 
Crucifix, which is placed over one 
of the Doors, though ſo much Ve- 
neration was had for it, that they 
. intended it rather for the Domo, 
and therefore by Special Order it 
was there fixed, but thenext Morn- 
ing was found in this place, which

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happened three times ſucceſiively 
after this manner, ſo they con- 
cluded it providentially deſigned 
here, and were forced to let jt con- 
tinue, where it is frequented with 
orcat Nevotion. 


The Chapel of the Knjghts of 
S. Stephano 1s hung with Turkiſh 
Banners, Lanthorns of Turkiſh Gal- 
lies, Halſ-Moons, and the like 
Trophies.

12000 Crowns. The Number of 
the Officers in this little State, and 
ircquent changing them , renders 
the Government. more agreeable 
to 
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to the Subjects ; for hence it hap- 


pens that every one of the Nobilj- 
ty has atone time or other his ſhare 
jn it. The Taxes are gentle in re- 
ſpect of their Neighbours, and I 
ſound the Searchers at the Gates 
not ſo ſtrict , and leſs needy than 
1 other Places. Hence it is, with- 
out doubt, that when the Campa- 
via of Rome lies in a manner deſo* 
ate for want of Inhabitants, and 
fair Florence nothalf Peopled, little 
Lucca ſo abounds, * that though ſhe 
be incredibly fertile, ſhe has nor 
wherewithal within her ſelf to pra 
vide Neceſfaries for the vaſt num- 
ber of her People. The only Trade 
of Lucca is in Silks, and famous 
for an extraordinary Crimſon-Dye 
in Satins, and is ſo advantageous, 
that the Nobility (who are forbid- 
den MechanickTrades)are not aſha- 
med to traffick this way , nor 
(which appeared to me more ſcan» 
dalous)to ſell Wines at their Palaces. 
Jultice is not executed here with 
that rigoup-as elſewhere ; it rarely

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happening that any are hanged, 
but they ſell moſt of their Malefa- 
ftors to Genoa for Slaves. But to 
the end their Juſtice in all Cauſe 
may. be the more incorrupt, and 
lefs ſubject to Bribery and Partiali- 
ty, they have an excellent Conſti- 
tution ; That none of their Judges 
ſhall be Natives of the Republick; 
they are Five in all, ( Doctors of

Here is a Chapel dedicated to the 
FY/o1to Santo, which ſtood formerly 
Fins. Frediano's Church ( then the 
TY Pome; ) but transferring itſelf bi- 
ther, gave occaſion to- build this 
other Church, and make the fame 
the Domo. The Relation of this 
Volto Santo, is thus ; Nicodemus 
making a Statue of his: Lord and 
Maſter : after his Crucifixion, and 
being in great perplexity after the 
Body was finiſhed, for making the 
Face like, dropp'd aſleep, and wa- 
king, to his Surprize, found it end- 
&. It is ſhewn on certain days, 
but may-not be touched ; for { as 
they have the Tradition ) a Biſhop 
ONCE 
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once deſiring to know of what it 
was made, handling it,a great Miſt 
was in the Body of the Church, 
( where a Croſs now hangs in Me- 
mory of it ) and he ſtruck blind 
for his impertinent Curioſity, Mas 
'ny Lamps are-always burning be- 
fore it, and Miracles wrought, as 
the ſeveral Yoro's teſtifie. Pope 4- 
lex. VIL granted the following 
Bull, which I took from a Tablet 
near the Chapel.

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Turin 1s the principal City of 
Piedmont, and now the chief Refi 
dence of the Duke of Savoy and 
Prince of Piedment ; theStreets are 
ſtraight and large,and the Buildings 
the moſt Unifarm I have ever ſeen. 


They appear to be of Stone, but arc 


moſt only Brick plaſtered. ... 
The Piazza of S. Carlo, is. very 
great, handſome Cloiſters; and in- 
habited by the Nobility, .to. whoſe 
Palaces-.it, muſt be a leſſening to

On 
one ſide is the Caſtle, an irregular 
old Building, andadry Ditchround 
it. Here the Duke and his Court 
were , wont, to inhabit:. at. preſent 
it is the Court of the Dutcheſs 
Mother, the Duke living in a new 
Palace fronting this Pzazza. It is 
not 
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not yet finiſhed, but the Deſigns 
are great. Contiguous to this Pa- 
lace is the Chapel building for the 
Santiſſima Sindone. (The ſame Li- 
nen in which our Lord lay in the 
Sepulchre.) It will be all of Black 
Marble. Of the Relick there is 
this Account given, That Fieru- 
ſalem talling into the Hands of the 
Turks, this with others was carried 
away by tite Clergy, and delivered 
to the King of Cyprus ; but after- 
wards in courſe of time theſe Infi- 
dels extending their Conqueſts to 
Cyprus, 1t: was taken by a devout 
Cade of that Royal Family, and 
carried with her in her intended 
flight into Fraxce ; but ſtaying by. 
the way with the Dutcheſs of Savoy 
(her near Kinſwoman) at Cham- 
bery, left it there, where a Chapel 
was built for it, which was burnt, 
and the Relick miraculouſly pre- 

ſerved in the Flames; and upon 
the removal of the Duke of Savoy, 
and making his Reſidence in this 
City, it was tranſlated hither. Few 
Aaz of 
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of the Churches are finiſhed ; the 
Jeſuits is zich, though little, all 
covered with Marble ; they are 


building a great Colledge, which 


would have been much larger, and 
more Magnificent, had not the 
Dake forbid it ; however, when 
compleat, will be the moft Noble 
Structure 1n the City. 

Here are two very confiderable 
publick Buildings, one a large Ho- 
ſpital, the other an Academy in 
which moſt Exerciſes are learnt, 
as well as at Paris. The Duke 1s 
young, and a good Horſeman, 
which makes his Acad:2my the 
more flouriſhing, and brings no 
ſmall Advantage to Turin, by a 
great Concourſe of Strangers. The 
Baſtions are regular, and we!l lined, 
a Ditch round, but no Qutworks. 
The Citradel, which commands 
the City, 15 fortiſving , and will 
make it of preat Strength. In the 
middle is an excellent Well, never 
dry, the Water lies low, but the 
Horles can go cown to it by an 

Ot, calis 
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eaſie deſent, and return up another 
way, whereby they hinder not one 
another, 

A Mile from the City is La YVa- 
lentine, aſweet Palace of the Duke's, 
the Body indeed finiſhed and fur- 
niſhed, but the Wings, with the 
Pavillions at each end, have only 
their ſhell. This was deſigned by 
the Dutcheſs Chriſtina, Grand- 
Mother of this Duke, in the Mi- 
nority of her Son (his Father) in 
the year 1660. which ſhe not li- 
ving to compleat,has remained 1m- 
pertect. The Gardens lie behind 
the Palace, and at the bottom of 
them runs the River Po. The 
coming to this Palace 1s very plea- 
ſant and graceful, through doutJe 
rows of Trees, which yield ſhade 
and coolneſs in the hotteſt Sea- 
ſons: And here the Corſo is kept. 

About the like diſtance from the 


City, but on the other ſide the ' 


River Po, is the Yi/la of the Prince 
Philibert (C arignant) the Duke's 
Uncle, ſeated well on the declivity 
Aa4q of 
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of an. Hill. I-faw the Prince. 'in 
his Court, who by his Addreſs 
and Behaviour ſeemed very Court- 
ly to, the, Ladies, though both 
Deaf and Dumb, however he con- 
verſes very intelligibly by Signs 
with thoſe are uſed ro his Com- 
pany, and Studies much ; and 
I was told writ pertinently_ and 
with Judgment ' on any occa- 
ſion. 

The Yenaria Reale is the hunt- 
ing Palace of the Dake, to which 
Sport he is much ; addicted. It is 
in a good Country tor it. Com- 
ing to the Palace there is a Yi/to, 
through handſome Uniform Build- 
1ng5, and the Sight 1s terminated on 
the Front of the Palace. In the 
great Hall are Pitures of many 
Ladies of the Family, a ſtride on 
Horſe-back, and in their Hunting 
Dreilczs, The Rooms on each fide 
have many good Pictures. Below 
arethe Dake and the Dutcheſs their 
Ararrments, and 'for their Rela-

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Courtiers. \ 'The Duke's Stables are 
well fied, and many of his Horſes 
Engliſh. His Dominions are con-: 
ſiderable, and he keeps the moſt 
ſplendid Court of any Prince in 7za- 
ly, in which is more to be ſeen c| 
the French than 7talian Habit and 
Converſation, that Language moſt 
uſed, though both corruptly ; the 
Habit moſt wore, and indeed all 
French Cuſtoms ; and their Free- 
dom prevail more than the 7ralian, 
which muſt be 1mpute to their 
Neighbourhood to France, and the 
Duke's generally Marrying in that 
Court. 

The Duke retains his Pretenfions 
to theKingdomof Cyprus, he ſtiles 
himſel/ on his Coin, Xing of Cy- 

rus, wears a cloſe Crown, and is 

called his Mtezza Reale.

Geneva 15 a free City and Com- 
mon-wealth , confining upon Sa- 
voy, France, and Swiſſerland. The 
Revolutions here in Calv:in's time, 
are {o freſh in every One's Memo- 
ry, they need not be recounted. 
The ſame Religion and Liberty are 
En» 
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enjoyed ſtill among them. Their 
Territories are very ſmall, extend- 
ing ſcarce any. way farther than 
the Gates. The Walls are ftrong, 
and well lined, and their Guards 
are always on Duty, becauſe. of 
, the conſtant danger apprehended 
from France and Savoy. The Ar- 
ſenal has Arms both Offenſive and 
Defenſive, where they ſhew the 
Scaling Ladders of the Savoyards, 
who were taken about forty years 


ſince, mm their ſecret Attempt of 


ſurprizing the City, and immediate- 
ly executed, to prevent any Inter- 
ceſſion for their Lives. They ob» 
ſerve the Anniverſary of this Deli- 
verance with Preaching and Pray- 
ers; and the Boys and meaner 
People ſing and fell in the Streets, 
Ballads on the Saweyards difſap- 
pointment. In the Arſenal they 
(hew, ſor the abfurdity of them,

(if it beproper to call it ſo) among 
the Citizens, there being no Bur- 
gels, that is not provided. with 
Arms in his Family, for himſelf 
and all able to bear them. Theſe 
animate the People, and make them 
not afraid of a Siege, being alſo 
aſſured, if they can prevent a ſur- 
prize, and defend themſelves twen- 
ty four hours, their Neighbours of 
Swiſſerland will not fail to come to 
their relief with 40000 Men,whoſe 
Intereſt it is to preſerve Geneva , 


both from the French and the Sa- 


woyards,- being an inroad into their 
Country, which makes the Policy 
of the Swiſſers their beſt Security.
